X. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be re- 
‘ceived, unless to lay it on the table; to postpone it indefinitely ; 
to postpone it to a certain time ; 10 commit it, or amend it; and 
motions for either of these purposes shall have precedence in the 
order herein named. But a motion to adjourn shall always be in 
order when no member is speaking, and shall be decided without 
debate; and if it be negatived, it shall not be renewed until some 
other business has intervened.

Dr. Babcock, the subject was referred 
to a Committee of five, to consist of two Clergymen and three 
Laymen. . 

The Chair appointed the Rev. Dr. Babcock, the Rev. Robert 
N. Parke, and Messrs. F. W. Hubbard, 8. F. Rai and 
Harvey Luce to constitute that Committee. 

An invitation to the Convention to visit the grounds of Mount 
Hope Cemetery was received from the Commissioners of the said 
Cemetery. 

Mr. Joseph Benedict, having called up the sie of the notice 
given by him two years ago, ag an amendment of Art. I. of the 
Constitution, the matter was, on motion, laid on the table. 

The Rev. Dr. Metcalf then read, by the direction of the Bishop, 
the Report of the Standing Committee, with the reports of the 
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Kpiscopal Acts of the Rt. Rev. the Bishops of New Jersey and 
Michigan, as follows: 


The Standing Committee beg leave to report to the Convention the following 
_ extracts from the Minutes of their Proceedings, with other documents and facts 
relating to subjects of general interest to the Diocese: 


ACTION WITH REFERENCE TO DRAFTED CLERGYMEN. 
August 25, 1864. 


Tn session as Standing Conimitteo at the house of the Secretary, ie following 
preamble and resolution were adopted : 


Tt seeming important in the infirm condition of the Bishop, that the Standing 
Committee should take some action to carry into effect the resolutions of the Dio- 
cesan Convention for the relief of the Clergy who may be drafted into the mili- 
tary service, 


Resolved, That a Committee of three be appointed to draw up a petition to be 
addressed to the President of the United States, in accordance with the resolutions 
of the Diocesan Convention, and report to the ‘Standing Committee. 

_ The Rey. Drs. Rankine and Metcalf, and Mr. W. B. Douglas were appointed 
the Committee. 

A petition, prepared by the Committee, was subsequently addressed to the 
- President of the United States by Bishop DeLancey, and a reply was received 
from the Provost Marshal Gone A copy of the petition and reply are here- 
with submitted.* 


GONSECRATION OF THE ASSISTANT BISHOP. 
SEPTEMBER 80, 1864. 
In session at the house of the Secretary. The Secretary read a communication 


from the Bishop, stating thatthe Rev. A. Cleveland Coxe, D. D., has accepted the 
office of Assistant Bishop of this Diocese : 


Resolved, That the President make application to the Standing Committees of 
the several Dioceses in the United States for their canonical consent to the con- 
secration of the Assistant Bishop elect. 


Resolved, That the Secretary, in conjunction with the Secretary of the Diocesan 
Convention, take measures to have the forms printed which will be necessary in 
such applieation. 


OCTOBER 29, 1864. 
Tn session at the house of the Secretary. 


Resolved, That the Rey. Dr. Rankine be appointed an Agent of this Committee 
for raising ‘the sum of one thousand dollars, ordered by the Convention of the 
Diocese to be paid to the Assistant Bishop for the expenses of his removal to the 
Diocese. 

NoOvEMBER 10, 1864. 

In session, 

Resolved, That the Agent of the et Dian be Peanestad to raise an additional 
sum of five hundred dollars to defray the contingent expenses of the consecration 
of the Assistant Bishop elect. 

DECEMBER 20, 1864. 

Tn session, 

Resolwed, That the Treasurer of the Diocese be directed to pay to each of the 
Bishops from abroad attending the consecration, the sum of fifty dollars to defray 
their traveling expenses.

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Resolved, That the Agent of this Committee, the Rev. Dr. Rankine, be directed 
to pay the money raised by him to the Diocesan Treasurer. 


Resolved, That the Treasurer of the Diocese be authorized to pay over to the 
Assistant Bishop the sum of one thousand dollars, ordered by the Convention, — 
immediately after his consecration. 


SALARY OF THE ASSISTANT BISHOP. 
JANUARY 20, 1865. 


In session at the house of Bishop DeLancey. The Bishop stated that he had 
called the meeting in order that some action might be taken in reference to the 
collections ordered by the Convention for the salary of the Assistant Bishop. 
Whereupon the following resolutions were adopted : 


WHEREAS, the Convention fixed by resolution the salary of the Assistant 
Bishop at the sum of three thousand five hundred dollars per annum, and directed 
the same to be raised by quarterly collections; therefore 


Resolved, That it is expedient that these collections should be made on the 
fourth Sundays, respectively, in February, May, August and November. 


Resolved, That the Bishop be requested to address a Pastoral Letter to ‘the 
Parishes of the Diocese, asking them to make these quarterly collections in ae- 
cordance with the resolutions of the Convention, and to transmit such collections 
promptly to the Treasurer of the Diocese, specifying distinctly the ee for 
which they are made. 

fesolved, That the Treasurer of the Diocese be directed to open an account 
with the Fund for the Support of the Assistant Bishop, and that out of that Fund 
he be authorized to pay to the same the salary of three thousand five hundred 
dollars, in quarterly payments, commencing on the 1st of April, 1865. 


RESIGNATION OF THE TREASURER AND APPOINTMENT OF A SUCCESSOR. 


MAROH 3, 1865. 


In session at the house of the Bishop. The resignation of Fletcher Williams, 
Ksq., Treasurer of the Diocese, having been communicated to the Standing Com- 
mittee, 


Resolved, That the resignation of Fletcher Williams, Esq., as Treasurer of the 
Diocese, be accepted, to take effect on the first day of April néxt. 

Resolved, That in accepting the resignation of Mr. Williams, the Committee 
desire to express their high sense of the ability and fidelity with which he has 
performed the duties of the office, and the great value of his services to the 
Diocese. 


Resolwed, That Charles E. Upton, Hsq., of Rochester, be appointed Treasurer 
of the Diocese from the 1st of April until the meeting of the next Annual Con- 
vention, and that his bond, as directed by Canon VI. of this Diocese, be con- 
ditioned in the sum of one thousand dollars. 

tesolved, That the Treasurer be directed to place the balance of the fund raised 
for the expenses of the consecration to the credit of the Fund for the Support of 
the Assistant Bishop. 

APRIL 10, 1865. 


In session at the house of the Secretary. 


Resolved, That the Rev. Dr. Van Rensselaer and the Rev. Dr. Rankine be ap- 
pointed delegates to attend the remains’ of our late Bishop to their burial in 
Mamaroneck, Westchester county. 


DEATH OF BISHOP DE LANOEY. 


Mr. Bnerall presented a draft of a record expressive of the sentiments of this 
Committee in view of the death of our beloved and lamented Bishop. 
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Resolved, That it be referred to a Committee consisting of Mr. Burrall and the 
President, to report complete at an adjourned meeting. 


APRIL 11, 1866, 
In session at Trinity Church, directly after the funeral services. 


Mr. Burrall, from the Committee appointed yesterday, presented the following 
MEMORIAL, which was unanimously adopted : 


MEMORIAL. 


Inasmuch as it has pleased Almighty God to remove our venerated Bishop 
from our midst, we would fain bow in humble submission to His Holy Will; but 
as our great Exemplar Christ, has sanctified grief by His own tears at the grave 
of His friend, so we the members of this Board, who have so often met him in 
council, so long shared his confidence, and known him intimately for years, and 
now so suddenly called to lament his loss, instead of passing formal resolutions 
in set terms and rounded periods that fall coldly on the ear and utterly fail to ex- 
press our feelings of profound grief, have preferred rather, in silent sadness, to 
enter on our minutes only such few words as may best illustrate the life and 
character of our departed friend and pastor, our Reverend Father in God, since 
he has lived among us; whose memory is embalmed in every heart, and whose 
death has shrouded our churches throughout the land in mourning. 

Twenty-six years ago he came te us duly elected and divinely consecrated, the 
first Bishop of our new and rising Diocese. [ver since that time he has dwelt 
among us, our revered spiritual father, in the midst of his loving children, full of 
grace and truth, a prop to the aged and a comfort to the afflicted, a support to the 
weak, a joy and blessing to all his people. 

Through all these years his welcome presence has encouraged us, and his ani- 
mating voice has cheered and sustained us; its sound has gone out through all 
his extensive Diocese, constantly warning, reproving, exhorting, instructing, and 
ever seeking to win souls to God. Through all these years he has been ‘‘ready 
with faithful diligence to banish and drive away from the Church all erroneous 
and strange doctrine contrary to God’s Word, and both privately and openly to 
call upon and encourage others to the same.” A veteran soldier of the Cross for 
twenty-six years, he has fearlessly borne aloft the broad banner of the Church, 
through evil report and through good report, and by his faithful guidance beneath 
its ample folds, we have been led securely. Wise in counsel and prompt in 
action, he was a firm defender of the faith once delivered to the saints. 

Earnest and fearless when contending with unsound doctrine or misguided 
zeal, his voice was often heard above the noise and confusion of discordant strife, 
giving out no uncertain sound. 

In all that pertained to duty, he kept nothing back that was profitable to us, 
nor shunned to declare unto us all the counsel of God; while his pure life, great 
heart and catholic spirit found room for all who truly believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ ; spreading his broad mantle of Christian charity over these, he subdued 
his enemies by love, and often by kindness secured an honorable peace. 

As a Trustee and Guardian of our religious and literary institutions, (our Col- 
leges, Training School and Missionary Board,) his services were of inestimable 
value. 

Exact in his requirements, he entered personally into their details and under 
stood them thoroughly. 

In his spiritual ministration and discipline, he was ever firm, faithful and 
watchful, but also affectionate, gentle and considerate to his clergy and people. 

His great good sense and business talent, with his courteous manners and 
directness of purpose, won the confidence of all classes and gave success to his 
measures, while his quick apprehension and far-reaching views of the result of 
present action, seemed to show an intuitive knowledge of the future to direct his 
course and to leave nothing to retract, nothing to regret. 

As a prudent man foreseeth the evil and hideth himself, he with a practiced and 
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observant eye watched each rising cloud when no bigger than a man’s hand, and 
with a skillful touch in time to shun the gathering storm, so directed his course 
as to lead his Church: from year to year through a jarring and discordant world 
in safety. 

Brel ihve been his life and character during the twenty-six years of his 
Episcopate,—a beautiful illustration and noble vindication. of the principles on 
which-(in his own words,) “‘he has endeavored to conduct it, as God’s Church, 
not man’s society, swayed by duty, not by expediency ; following God’s will, not 
man’s opinion; looking to what Christ our Master says, not to what his seryants 
think; governed by what is true, not by whatis popular; loving peace, harmony 
and union much, but truth, duty, and Christ our Master more,” 

To these principles has his whole life conformed. A great and good man has 
departed from us, a wise and faithful Bishop has been removed from his Holy 
Office in our midst; but not ours alone is all the loss, for his sphere of usefulness 
was not confined to a single Diocese,—he filled a larger space. 

In the General Convention of our Church, in her Theological Seminary, and all 
her institutions to promote religion and learning, he stood for years in the fore- 
most rank of our most valued Bishops. In all the great movements of the Church ~ 
at large in the cause of Christ, he was earnest and active; and in all these his 
views and measures were eminently wise and conservative. His exemplary life 
and character are known abroad, and his name will long be honored and reyered 
as an ornament and blessing to the Church by the great and good in distant lands. . 

He has finished his course, his labors are ended, and he has gone to his reward, 
faithful unto death. We trust he has exchanged his crosier for a crown! Let us 
bow then in humble submission to the will of our Heavenly Father, who doth 
not afflict willingly, nor grieve the children of men. ¥ 

Let us weep in silence, as we are permitted to weep, but let us also remember 
still to bless the Lord for his goodness, that as the refreshing dew-drops fall at 
the darkest hour, so through his merciful provision for the hour of our affliction, 
while our Reverend Father in God was passing from our sight, even then his 
sacred mantle was falling on his own approved successor, his highly gifted and 
well beloved brother in Christ, the Rt. Rev. Arthur Cleveland Coxe, D. D., already 
the duly chosen and divinely consecrated Bishop elect of the Diocese. Where- 
fore, let us bless God and take courage. 


Resolved, That this memorial be entered on our minutes; that it be published. 
in the Gospel Messenger, and that a copy of it be transmitted to the family of our 
late Bishgp. 

MEMORIAL CHURCH. oo 
May 4, 1865. 

Tn session in the school house of St. Paul’s Church, Waterloo. The Committee 
held a joint meeting with a Committee of the Clergy of the Diocese, who attended 
the funeral of the late Bishop, to devise some suitable monument to be erected to. 
the memory of Bishop DeLancey, Bishop Coxe in the Chair. It was - 


Resolved, To raise a sum not less than twenty thousand dollars ($20,000) to 
build a Memorial Church, in the place of the present St. Peter’s Chapel in Geneva, 
to be in the charge of the Bishop and Standing Committee of the Diocese, the 
title to be vested in the Trustees of the Parochial Fund of Western New York; 
and that the Rev. Dr. Rankine be appointed an agent to solicit funds for that end. 

In session as Standing Committee. 

Resolved, That the Secretary be directed to issue a notice recommending that 
for reasons which will suggest themselves, the collection for the support of the 
Assistant Bishop be made for the present quarter as previously arranged ; that is, 
on the fourth Sunday in May, and held by the Treasurer subject to the order of 
the Convention. 


Resolved, That the Bishop be requested to address a Pastoral Letter to the Dio- 
cese, recommending that a collection be made to meet the expenses incidental to 
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the funeral of our late Bishop, and of publishing the discourse delivered on that 
occasion. 
JULY 13, 1865. 


In session at Linden Hall, Geneva. The Standing Committee met the Bishop 
of the Diocese and the Committee of the Clergy on the Memorial for Bishop De- 
Lancey in conference, the Bishop in the Chair. The Committee of Conference 


fesolved, That the Joint Committee, having completed the work intrusted to 
them, resign the further care of the Memorial Church to the Bishop and Standing 
Committee of the Diocese. : 


In session as a Board for Church Objects, the Bishop in the Chair, 


Resolved, That a Committee of nine, of which the Bishop shall be the Chairman, 
be appointed, with power to receive from the Rev. Dr. Rankine all sums collected 
by him for the purpose of erecting a Memorial Church to our late beloved Dio- 
cesan; and to apply the same to the purchase of the site on which St. Peter’s 
Chapel now stands, and such adjoining lots as they may deem expedient, and to 
proceed to the erection of said Church, making all needful contracts for that pur- 
pose, so far as the sums collected will permit, and to pay all expenses incident 
thereto. ; , 

The Rev. Dr. Metcalf, the Rev. Dr. Ingersoll, the Rev. Dr. Schuyler, the Rev. 
Dr. Van Rensselaer, the Rev. Dr. Rankine, Mr. Thomas D. Burrall, Mr. William 
C. Pierrepont, Hon. C. H. Carroll, and Mr. William B. Douglas were appointed 
on this Committee. ‘ 

The Standing Committee transmit herewith a notice of the services at the con- 
secration of the Rt. Rev. Arthur Cleveland Coxe, D. D., as Assistant Bishop of 
the Diocese, together with a copy of official documents relating thereto, and 
recommend that they be printed as an Appendix to the JOURNAL.* 


The Standing Committee took order for printing and distributing six hundred 
copies of Bishop Odenheimer’s sermon at the consecration of Bishop Coxe, The > 
expense of the publication was defrayed from the fund for the contingent ex- 
penses of the consecration. They also gave order for printing and distributing a 
like number of copies of ‘‘ The Address delivered at the Burial of Bishop De- 
Lancey, with a notice of his Last Hours,”’ &c., the cost of which was paid from the 
proceeds of the special collection for the funeral expenses. The Committee © 
recommended that a copy of each of these pamphlets be preserved by the Secre- 
tary in the archives of the Diocese. 


AUGUST 16, 1865. 
In session at St. Luke’s Church, Rochester. 


Resolved, That the Treasurer of the Diocese be, and is hereby directed to pay 
to Mr. Edward F. DeLancey five hundred and seventy-eight dollars and ninety- 
one cents, in fulfillment of the desire of the Diocese, to meet the expenses inci- 
dental to the burial of their beloved Bishop, and to charge the same to the account 
opened with the fund received for that purpose. 

Resolved, That the Treasurer transfer from the General Fund such an amount 
as shall be needed to balance the account entitled ‘‘Hxpenses of the Bishop’s‘ 
Funeral.”’

REPORT: 


The Committee on Credentials, to whom was referred the Certificates of the 
parties claiming to be Deputies from St. Paul’s Church, Havana, would respect- 
fully report : 

That two certificates have been laid before them, one dated April 27th, 1865, 
the other dated June 22d, 1865, both in legal form, That it was proved before 
the Committee, and admitted by all parties concerned, that at the first meeting 
the Rector of the Church was not present. The Committee therefore report that 
that meeting was not legal; and therefore, the Deputies then elected, viz: Messrs. 
William H. Skellinger, Hull Fanton and John E. J ones, are not entitled to seats 
in this Convention. 

The Committee further report, that at the second meeting, the Rector, and in 
other respects a legal quorum being present, the Deputies then elected, viz: Adam 
G. Campbell, Calvin Van Deusen and John E. Jones, were, so far as appears to 
the Committee, duly elected. But the question is raised whether the Vestry itself 
has a legal existence; it being shown that whereas the Certificate of Incorporation 
names Juesday in Haster Week as the day when the annual election of Wardens 
and Vestrymen of said St. Paul’s Church, Havana, was to be held, this Vestry 
was elected on Monday in Easter Week. This is a legal question, into the merits 
of which, as respects both claimants, the Committee does not feel itself called 
upon to enter, for the reason that both parties claim an election by the same 
Vestry, viz: that chosen as above, on EHaster Monday, 1865. 

The Committee are of opinion that the Constitution contemplates that Deputies 
shall be elected at a regular meeting of a legally constituted Vestry, or by the 
congregation. We therefore report the facts for the action of the Convention.

Rev. Sir:—By your appointment, I called upon George W. Cuyler, the Treas- 
urer of the Christmas Fund for the relief of the disabled Clergy of the Diocese, 
and made an éxamination of his accounts and vouchers, together with the securities 
belonging to that Fund, and found the same satisfactory in every particular. The 
Treasurer holds ample security for the moneys belonging to this Fund, amounting 
in the aggregate to $10,950 10.

Mr. D. C, Calvin, in behalf of the Standing Committee on the 
Accounts of the Treasurer of the Convention, presented the fol- 
lowing : 

REPORT: 


The Standing Committee, to whom the accounts of the Treasurer of the Con- 
vention were referred, respectfully report that they have examined such accounts 
and find them correct, and accompanied by the usual vouchers for the various 
payments and disbursements charged. But your Committee beg leave to suggest 
for the consideration of the Convention, that by the present mode of drawing 
missionary stipends, no satisfactory voucher is furnished to the-Treasurer, while 
the labor imposed upon that officer is unnecessarily onerous. And itis the opinion 
of your Committee that the only business-like and safe method would be for the 
Standing Committee of the Diocese, having the record of missionary appointments, 
and the time of service, to draw drafts upon the Treasurer payable to the order 
of the respective missionaries, and transmit them to those entitled to them by 
mail, whereby the requisite vouchers would be secured. 


Again, by the present system there seems to be no practical method of ascer- 
taining the amount of money which goes into the hands of the Treasurer. Your 
Committee are compelled to rely wholly upon the report of that officer, rendering 
their examination very unsatisfactory to them and comparatively valueless to the 
Convention. 


Your Committee are of opinion that the interests of the Diocese and the safety 
of its funds demand an entire change in this particular; that the Standing Com- 
mittee of the Diocese should be furnished by the respective Ministers in charge 
of Parishes with a report of all moneys remitted to the Treasurer, and should, 
prior to the meeting of each Convention, examine his accounts. 


In compliance with these suggestions, your Committee would recommend the 
adoption of the following resolutions: 
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Resolved, That no moneys shall be drawn from the Missionary Fund of the 
Diocese, except upon the draft of the Standing Committee, duly indorsed by the 
person in whose favor the same shall be drawn. 


Resolved, That the Ministers in charge of the respective Parishes and Stations, 
or the Wardens thereof, be, and they are requested hereafter to give notice to the 
Standing Committee of all sums of money remitted to the Treasurer, and the 
particular fund to be credited. 

Resolved, That the Standing Committee of the Diseéae be and they are hereby 
requested to keep an account of all drafts drawn on the Treasurer, the amount of 
funds sent to him, and, prior to the meeting of each Convention, compare their 
accounts with those of the Treasurer, and hand all necessary vouchers and 
papers to the Standing Committee on the Accounts of the Treasurer of the Con- 
vention.

To the Convention of the Diocese of Western New York: 


This Committee has carefully examined the Report of the Trustees of the Fund 
for the Support of the Episcopate, and find that the Capital of the Fund, as re- 
ported, amounts to the sum of $50,142 33, well invested, and producing seven 
per cent. interest, with the exception of $425, represented by securities of little 
or no value. 

In consequence of the inability of the Trustees to loan a considerable portion 
of the Fund during the past year, on Bond and Mortgages, as required by the 
Canons, the income of the Fund has been but $3,101 30, including some arrear- 
ages of the past year. This condition of things has practically reduced the 
amount paid to our late beloved Diocesan, considerably below the amount the 
Diocese expected he would receive. In view of these facts, this Committee sug- 
gest that it is our duty not to allow the loss to fall upon our venerated Diocesan, 
and submit for your adoption, the following resolution, as due to the equities of 
’ the case. 
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' Resolved, That the Treasurer of the Diocese be, and is hereby, directed to pay 
to the legal representatives of Bishop DeLancey, the sum of $668.

The revenue of the Fund has fallen short of the average receipts for the past 
five or six years, in consequence of the large amount of money received from pay- 
ments of Bonds and Mortgages, and the great difficulty of reinvesting the money 
on seven per cent. Bonds and Mortgages. We have, however, now, the satisfac- 
tion to report, that the whole of the Fund is invested on unquestionably good se- 
curities, with the exception of the two Detroit and Milwaukee Railroad Bonds, 
. ($200,) and five notes given in 1852, for the increase of the Fund, amounting to 
$225, which are not available, and probably never will be of any value. 

The decease of our beloved associate, the,Right Reverend William H. DeLancey, 
leaves a vacancy to be filled by the Convention.

REPORT: 


The Committee on the Fund for the Support of the Episcopate, to whom was 
referred the resolution of Mr. Smith, in relation to an increase of the Bishop’s 
salary, respectfully submit the following resolutions : 


Resolved, That until the principal of the Fund for the support of the Epis- 
copate shall have been sufficiently increased to yield an annual income of $5,000, 
a quarterly collection shall be taken in the several parishes of the Diocese, for the 
purpose of raising a sum sufficient, when added to the ordinary income of said 
Fund, to pay the Bishop an annual salary of $5,000. It is made the duty of the 
Standing Committee, to take such measures as they may consider best calculated 
to ensure the collections. above provided for. The proceeds of such collections 
shall be remitted quarterly, by the Treasurer of the Diocese to the Trustees of 
the Fund for the support of the Episcopate, who shall credit the same to the in- © 
come of said Fund, and from the entire income there shall be paid to the Bishop; 
for his salary, $5,000 per annum, from January 1, 1866. If there shall remain a 
surplus of income at the end of any fiscal year, it is to be added to the principal 
of the Fund. 


Resolved, That the Fund for the support of the Episcopate ought to be in- 
creased to $75,000, and that the Standing Committee be requested to appeal to 
the Diocese, and adopt such other measures as they may deem expedient to ob- 
tain contributions to the principal of said Fund.

The Standing Committee on Unfinished Business respectfully report that the 
proposition to amend that provision of the Constitution fixing the time of the 
meeting of the Convention, which was approved of in the Convention of 1863, is 
still to be classed as Unfinished Business. The proposition was called up last 
year and postponed to the present Convention by general consent, and without 
objection, and this action of the House was declared in the usual manner by the 
Bishop presiding. A reference to this postponement of the matter is contained in 
the Index of ihe last Journal, under the title, “‘ Unfinished Business,’”’ but seems 
to have been accidentally omitted from the text of the Journal. A correction of 


the Record in this particular may therefore be necessary. s 
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It will be seen by reference to Page 58 of last year’s Journal, that Rev. Dr. 
Metcalf proposed the following Amendment to Article III: of the Constitution : 


“Tnsert after the words ‘ duly incorporated,’ in the last clause of the article, the 
words ‘or in the Diocesan Training School.’ So that the clause shall read, ‘and 
Clergymen engaged as Professors and Instructors of youth in any College, Acad- 
emy, or other Seminary of learning duly incorporated, or in the Diocesan Train- . 
ing School, may be members of the Convention.’ ”’ 


_ This proposition was approved of, and lies over for action at the present Con- 
vention, under the provisions of the Constitution.

ADDRESS: 


Reverend Brethren, and my Dear Brethren of the Laity:. 


You are reminded of your great loss, when a comparative 
stranger addresses you for the first time from this chair. One 
year ago how different the scene: how familiar the voice of your 
Chief Shepherd! You sat at the feet of wisdom and experience ; 
you felt that all the interests of this great Diocese were in the 
hands not only of a prudent, but also of a skillful administrator, 
and that your own responsibilities for the general welfare were 
proportionably small. Now, allis changed. He whom you chose 
to be a Coadjutor, has been called by Providence to preside over 
you as your Bishop. He has need of your counsel and assistance ; 
he cannot release you from a great share in his responsibilities, 
He depends, under God, on your constant codperation, and upon 
your candid and fraternal advice; and particularly in the novel 
position of presiding over this venerable Synod, he must often 
rely on your superior knowledge of the customs of the Diocese, 
and of the laws of deliberative bodies. 


To our departed Father in God I have already paid a tribute 
of affection and of duty, in opening your sessions. But, I felt it 
proper, in so doing, to confine myself to a view of his character 
and influence as our Diocesan, with only a slight reference to his 
position as sharing in the Catholic Episcopate, and as a leader in 
the councils of our National Church. Nor haveI time, even now, 
to enlarge on this point, further than to remind you of our just 
right to regard him as one of the most worthy and eminent pre- 
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lates of the age. From our mother Diocese in this State there - 
has reached us gratifying evidence, which will be laid before you 
in a formal document, that he was so esteemed by others, and 
throughout the Church, expressions of a similar kind have been 
neither few nor feebly uttered. In England, as well as with us, 
his worth was felt and his death is mourned. And if proof were 
wanting of the foresight which characterized his views as an 
American Bishop, we have it in the fact that two of those meas- 
ures which he commended to the Church, with least success, in 
years gone by, are now occupying the minds of our most thought- 
ful legislators; I mean his plans for changing the management 
and position of the General Theological Seminary, and for erect- 
ing several Provinces in the Church, which as a single Province 
has outgrown its constitution, and is becoming more and more 
incompetent to its vastly augmented work, and its extended 
duties. 


But the Episcopate is one, and we are called to weep with other 
Dioceses which have suffered losses like our own. Great changes 
have marked the history of the Church for the past year. The 
venerable Senior Bishop Brownell has left us, and we have reason 
also to lament that the eminent prelate who for so many years has 
adorned the pastoral chair of the patriarchal White, and another 
who has long preached the Gospel among the heathen of China, 
have rested from their labors. To the memory of the late Bishop 
of Connecticut the affection I bear is filial. He ordained me to 
the priesthood, and for twelve years of my early ministry, dis- 
charged under his immediate eye, I enjoyed the high privilege of 
his fatherly counsels and guidance. For the support and comfort 
he often gave me, I shall ever be grateful to God, as well as to 
him. It is a tenderly cherished coincidence that, after such near 
and affectionate relations in times past, his last official act should 
have been the issuing of the proper commission for my Consecra- 
tion, and that his name, as presiding Bishop, was pronounced for 
the last time in that solemnity. His long and fruitful Episcopate 
has been well delineated by his successor, in whom the oldest of 
our Dioceses has another Bishop worthy of the mitre of Seabury.

Nor need I say more of Bishop Boone than what is due to my 
own feelings in view of the interesting memorial which has been 
given to the Church by the Bishop of Pennsylvania. The Foreign 
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Committee of our Board of Missions has done well in circulating 
widely, in a convenient form, that just record of his services and 
his life. If any one who hears me has ever felt that our work in 
China has been unfruitful, I trust their reading of that story has 
already led them to other conclusions. As a noble pioneer of the 
Gospel, in regions which must never be abandoned by missionaries 
till pagodas give place to churches and to a self-sustaining ministry 
of Christ, Bishop Boone will be remembered as we remember Mid- 
dleton and Heber; and the American Church will ever bless God 
for a son worthy of being named with them. 


The tidings of Bishop Potter’s decease came upon us unex- 
pectedly at the last, though the Church had been prepared for it 
by his long but premature decline. He was a man of vigorous 
intellect and fine attainments, of well balanced mind and made for 
influence and command. His loss will be severely felt, at this 
time, in the councils of the Church, where he was always of those 
who “seem to be pillars.” A lofty independence was so largely 
mingled with the conscientiousness and purity of his character that 
no party could absolutely claim him, and at times, as when he 
gave us his thoughts on the relations of the Church to certain 
popular societies, his influence was felt with telling effect in be- 
half of some of the less pleasing but most important duties to 
which our Church can be called in fidelity to her Apostolic Mis- 
sion. He has been an eminent citizen, and a successful Bishop, 
and as a Christian he has finished a steadfast course of love to our 
dear Lord. 


God be praised that such men are raised up to be leaders and 
rulers among us; and if we cannot but feel deeply the loss we 
have sustained in a few short months, let us consider what we owe 
to God for giving us such Bishops and for ensuring to us their 
imperishable examples. They adorn the history of the Church, 
and the time will come when the Nation, also, will recognize what 
she owes to such benefactors of the human race as Brownell, and 
DeLancey, and Boone, and Potter. 


But, while we thus recognize the hand of God in chastening, 
let us with gratitude and love confess His great mercy towards 
us in giving us an assured Nationality and a blessed Peace. We 
meet in new circumstances, and with a solemn future before us, 
which is still a future of hope and of promise. Peace brings new 
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problems, and the Church should regard as one of the most 
serious of these the new position of millions of negroes, who are 
now freedmen, but who are thrown in ignorance and spiritual des- 
titution upon our hands. What is to be done with them—is a 
question which the Church must not leave to worldly men, nor to 

@ speculative philanthropy. These souls must be saved: and a new 
form of missionary enterprize is demanded by their necessities, 
Is the Church equal to the occasion? The inquiry oppresses my 
mind as a most solemn one; but still I accept with gratitude to 
God the new state of things, and recognize as one of the wonders 
of His Providence, the way in which He has wrought our national 
deliverance, and put away from us, amid great signs and sore 
judgments, the curse of Slavery. 


And great as has been the price of this result and of the blessed 
peace we are enjoying, who can estimate the value to us and to 
our children, of the settlement of so many questions which long 
foreboded even worse calamities than war? It had become doubt- 
ful whether we were a nation; whether the supremacy of law 
could be maintained ; whether society could exist under republi- 
can forms. It was no mere question of North and South’ no 
hatred of our Southern brethren animated Churchmen in sustain- 
ing the Government and justifying a war which every Christian 
deplored. But, I desire to put it on record, that we felt, before 
God, that we were compelled to stand for our lives, convinced 
that law and order must perish if rebellion should succeed. The 
South itself could never have maintained a national existence on 
the principles of its revolt, and a common chaos like that of Mex- 
ico and the States of South America threatened the American 
people. From what herrors have we been delivered by a merci- 
ful Providence! I cannot refrain from this acknowledgment of 
undeserved mercies. With all my heart I bless God for His 
gracious answers to our prayers. ‘T’o do less would be irreligious. 
We are in danger of forgetting the pain and anguish with which 
so lately we invoked His aid; and we may be sure that if ingrati- 
tude and mere self-praise are to be the spirit of our people, there 
are new judgments in store for us; seals yet to be broken, and 
trumpets yet to sound. 


To give us this blessed peace, many of the noblest sons of the 
Republic have cheerfully laid down their lives; many survive with 
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honourable scars; and it remains for us to show our gratitude to 
them, and to their Maker, by living for the country for which 
others have died. The most religious disinterestedness must be 
our commutation for life preserved and for country restored. 
The new problems will try us not less than the: war itself, and. 
now, if never before, every Christian must learn “that we which 
live should live henceforth not unto ourselves, but unto Him who 
died for us and rose again.” 


Obeying the Canon, I proceed to give some account of my 
labours since my consecration, on the 4th of January last. The 
period allotted to me as an Assistant Bishop was short indeed. 
In three months, to a day, after he had laid his venerable hands 
on my head, my father and my principal in office was stricken by 
the attack which in a few hours deprived you of your bishop, and 
laid the whole burthen of the Diocese on me. It is some satisfac- 
tion to me that every day of my subordinate service had been 
spent in entire accordance with his expressed wishes, and that 
down to Trinity Sunday, more than two months after his decease, 
I was engaged in fulfilling appointments which he had made for 
me. It ~vas by his permission and, I may say, his advice, that 
after a winter visitation extending through the month of January, 
I returned to New York fo close my parochial relations with my 
beloved people of Calvary Church. He was aware of my under- 
- taking in behalf of the General Theological Seminary, and felt 
that I could hardly serve the Diocese in a better way, than by 
devoting the residue of the time till Easter, in connection with 
my parochial work, to this and other general interests of the 
Church. During this period, accordingly, I was able to give con- 
siderable attention to such matters. The sudden death of the 
Bishop suspended my work for the Seminary, while the effort to 
create a “Calvary Church Professorship ” was incomplete; but 
such success had attended my appeals as leads me to feel confi- 
dent that the munificence of the parishioners of Calvary will not 
suffer the attempt to prove abortive. I made use of my oppor- 
tunities, during this time, for becoming acquainted with such Can- 
didates for Orders of this Diocese as were members of the Semi- 
nary, meeting them frequently and statedly for counsel and devo- 
tions. I also met regularly with the Foreign Committee of our 


Board of Missions, and attended several meetings of the Com- 
G " 
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mittee of the General Convention “on friendly intercourse with 
the Church in Sweden.” ‘Twice, at the request of the Bishop of 
New York, I supplied his place, as well as I could, in lecturing to 
the Senior Class of the General Theological Seminary ; and twice, 
by his kind invitation, I assisted him in the ceremonial of laying 
a corner-stone, delivering an address each time. I desire, very 
gratefully to record the fact that by his courtesy, entirely unso- 
licited, I had the great pleasure of confirming two classes of my 
own parishioners, one in Calvary Church, and the other in its 
eleémosynary Chapel. I should also state, that by the desire of 
the candidates themselves, with the approbation of the same prelate, — 
Theld an ordination in New York, in aly ary. Church, on the 
third Sunday after Trinity. 


The Standing Committee has completed the record of my pre- 
decessor’s work, and of the work done for him by the Bishops of 
Michigan and New Jersey in the latter part of 1864, so that it 
may be entered on the Journals of the present Convention. I 
need hardly suggest that a grateful acknowledment of the services 
of the bishops who so affectionately rendered their aid to their 
afflicted brother, and who so acceptably served the Diocese, each 
for a considerable time, is due to them from this Convention. 


My visitations have been made in twenty counties of the Dio- 
cese, that is in all except Broome, Chemung, Chenango, Cortland, 
Lewis, Madison, Schuyler, Tompkins and Yates. In several of 
these counties, however, my visitations have been confined to 
places of primary interest or importance. I regret that the work 
of setting my house in order in Buffalo during the month of Sep- 
tember, and the meeting of the General Convention in October, 
will deprive me of the greater part of two of the best months of the 
year for continuing my visitations. I trust, however, that my 
brethren will believe that my impatience to see them in their 
parishes, and to begin my work with them, is not less than theirs — 
can be to have a visit from their diocesan. As rapidly as I can, 
consistently with other duties, I mean to complete my reconnois- 
sance of the Diocese, and I trust if I should be less rapid in future 
progresses, it may be because I shall be able to give more time to 
each parish than Iam now able to bestow. The reports which I ap- 
pend will show: a considerable amount of work accomplished ; and 
much that has been done in catechising, college and school visit- 
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ing, missionary preaching, and the like, does not appear at all in 
those statements. Yet, I own, that I am not satified with such 
perfunctory Episcopizing. It is vain to attempt the realization 
of a primitive and Scriptural work as the angelus of a Church so 
vast in extent as our Diocese; but I shall labour on, by God’s help, 
as well as I can, until you, my brethren, may think it your duty 
to secure to yourselves more abundant fruits of the Episcopate 
by providing for the erection of at least one more See among the 
three half million souls, and the more than twenty thousand square 
miles of Western New York. 


In addition to what is reported by the Standing Committee, it 
will be seen by my reports that I have visited 80-churches and 
stations; confirmed 1,096 persons in the Diocese, and 87 others 
elsewhere; consecrated 6 churches; instituted 2 rectors, and 
ordained 6 deacons and 1 priest. Other information required by 
the Canon I have presented in a convenient tabular form. 


One of the first and most responsible tasks which I found thrown 
upon me as soon as I was consecrated, was that of deciding upon 
the proper place for my residence. In itself considered, I was in- 
clined to prefer the place already chosen by my predecessor, not 
only because of its eligibility on general grounds, but because I 
could there, as I trusted, enjoy for some time the society and 
counsel of my principal, and because there is the seat of Hobart 
College, and of the Training School, institutions to which I owe a 
constant and unwearied service, as far as my ability permits. 
With instinctive delicacy, my friend and father in the Episcopate 
refused to settle the question for me, and even withheld advice for 
’ which I should have been thankful. Mature deliberation led me 
to the conclusion that Geneva, though wisely chosen as a centre 
six-and-twenty years ago, is no longer a point so imperatively re- 
quiring the residence of a Bishop as some others; and in the hope 
that it might long enjoy the lingering light and blessing of Dishop 
DeLancey’s presence, I was the rather "ed to look out for some 
other place where I could be of greater service. A visit to Buf 
falo, though made at avery sna ee ch season and in very severe 
weather, was enough to decide me as to my duty. I was sur- 
prised to find so large a city, where I remembered to have seen a 
mere village. Its vast importance to the Church, and its capabil- 
ities as a seat of Church work and enterprise struck me very for- 
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cibly. Scriptural precedent and Catholic Law at once occurred 
to me as sufficient to settle the question, for every city so large 
and so well situated should be an Episcopal See. As the Queen 
City of that wonderful system of lakes, around which Providence 
is gathering such dense populations, and by which commerce is 
distributing so much of knowledge and intelligence and power, 
what a centre it may be made for missionary enterprise ; for op- 
erating on the Great West ; for circulating books and tracts, and 
for reinforcing our missionary regions with whatever they may 
require from the East! At the same time, its suitableness for the 
work of the Diocese itself, the primary consideration, of course, 
seemed generally conceded. Accordingly it was chosen for my 
abode a short time before the death of the Bishop, and he ap- 
proved my choice. Providence seems to have ordered it, for I 
should, probably, have thought best to take things as they were, 
had I foreseen that premature death. I trust I am not mistaken 
in believing that my decision has proved acceptable to the Dio- 
cese. The large-hearted Churchmen of Buffalo have greatly 
cheered me by doing far more than they had promised, to show 
their interest in the matter. They have purchased a property at 
a cost of $20,000 as an official residence for the Bishop. It will 
be held by Trustees for the purpose, and will be for the use of my 
successors in office or for such of them as may be bishops of a 
future Diocese of which Buffalo may be the See. Though this 
has been done without any personal reference to myself, and 
simply as a duty to the Church and to the Master, I feel myself 
greatly benefitted by it, and cannot but record my grateful ac- 
knowledgment in this way to the reverend clergy and to the laity 
of Buffalo, by whom so good a thing has been so promptly and 
handsomely undertaken and carried through. 


Liberality should be imitated and not merely applauded. I 
must invoke it, my brethren, clerical and lay, as your privilege 
and your duty. I long to see every parish supplied with a com- 
fortable rectory. This is one of the first practical works to be 
thought of. Everywhere local wants press upon us, but not be- 
yond our means of meeting them. When every one of us does 
what God has enabled him to do, and what will be required in 
the Day of Judgment, we shall see flourishing churches and a 
thousand local interests thriving where now they starve and lan- 
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guish. ‘How much owest thou unto my Lord!” Until each 
one of us is answering this question practically, as a faithful stew- 
ard, we shall have little idea of the great things which such a 
Diocese as this can accomplish. 


At a late meeting of the Corporation of Hobart College, atten- 
tion was called to the fact that we have a system of Educational 
Institutions in this Diocese which properly organized and en- 
dowed might prove of the greatest benefit to the country. The 
Cary Institute at Oakfield and the Doolittle Institute at W ethers- 
field Springs are schools of the Diocese, the founders of which 
ought to be rewarded by seeing them raised to the highest effi- 
ciency of which they are capable. We owe it to the munificence 
of DeVeaux to make his College for Orphans in the largest sense 
a blessing to them and to the nation: and this, with other schools 
of the Diocese, should be made to work with Hobart College, and 
the Training School, in preparing men of liberal attainments for 
the Church and the nation. "We also need Female Schools of a 
high order, and an enterprise is begun in Rochester which I trust 
may be successful. It is of vast importance. 


But it is to the wants of Hobart Coltege that | would direct 
your attention more especially. Its professors must be more hon- 
_ ourably compensated ; it needs a library, and it needs new halls 
and furniture. When I see how prodigal of wealth is the spirit 
of our countrymen, I cannot but think there are princely men 
among us who will not suffer these wants to be long unsupplied. 
See what has been done in Pennsylvania by the munificent Packer : 
and near by, in the bounds of this Diocese, what liberal things 
are done every day! It isa pity that noble benefactions are not 
always wisely designed. We have more colleges than we want 
‘in the land; competent professors cannot be found to work them, 
nor are there students enough to fill them. What we want is the 
thorough endowment and upbuilding of existing Colleges: and 
this may be done without any loss of individuality in the founda- 
tion of a particular benefactor. A hall might be founded at Ho- 
bart, for example, which should bear the founder’s name and be 
as gelf-contained as is each of the Colleges at Oxford or Cam- 
brifice. Its founder could give it laws and privileges at his will, 
only subjecting it to the general laws of the Collége as a Univer- 
sity. But why should not munificence take the direction of found- 
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ing a library, subordinate to the College, yet as thoroughly indi- 
vidualized as the Bodleian? Such are enterprises which must 
commend themselves to reflecting men who should foresee stu- 
dious youth, through all generations, resorting to the banks of the 
Seneka, to increase as well as to acquire knowledge, and so to 
transmute their wealth, from age to age, into imperishable thought 
and noble services to the nation and to the Church of God. A 
benefactor of the College, who has already shown a lively interest 
in its welfare, now offers to’ give one-twentieth of $100,000, or of 
a less sum if that cannot be raised, provided others will unite with 
him to ensure such an augmentation of means to the Institution. 
Such a spirit speaks for itself: are there not men like-minded who 
will not suffer such an offer to be made in vain ? 


At the request of the Standing Committee, I called upon the 
Diocese to meet the funeral expenses of our late Diocesan, regard- 
ing it as a matter of course that his official relations made it the 
duty of his ecclesiastical household to take this privilege upon 
themselves. This action was had without the knowledge of the 
late Bishop’s family; and it is only just and right that I should 
now inform the Dioc&e that these expenses had been pro- 
vided for in his will with characteristic forethought, and fully paid 
by the family before my call was issued. It was with extreme - 
reluctance that their silence and acquiescence could be obtained 
after it was published. . 


And should the plan.of the Standing Committee be carried out, 
it must be clearly understood that it is assented to by the Bishop’s 
representatives only on the principle that he belonged to his Dio- 
cese and to the Church in a sacred sense, more especially than to 
his own flesh and kindred. 

The Convention will not adjourn without putting on its records 
an expression of gratitude and love for its late Bishop ; but I ven- 
ture to express the hope that it may take a practical form in a 
resolution to carry out the plan of erecting a Memorial Church at 
Geneva, as has been wisely proposed by divers of the clergy and 
laity. Iam satisfied that no Memorial could be thought of more 
satisfactory, in all respects, or more in accordance with the Mar- 
acter of him whose memory we delight to honour. 


I should prefer to conclude my Address without saying more, 
but our Great Synod is at hand, and great matters present them- 
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selves as. worthy of our forethought and our prayers. I have 
mentioned thé revival of measures which the provident mind of 
our late Bishop originated in past years. With, regard to the 
General Theological Seminary, it has come to this: its original 
scheme, which seems to be obsolete in practice, must be revived 
and newly energized, or Bishop DeLancey’s plan for dissolving it 
must be the result; or else, we must unite the two ideas in such 
a way as to leave the Seminary a General Institution with regard 
to its benefits and its dependence on the General Convention, 
while committing its immediate management to such bishops and 
dioceses as are willing to sustain it, and to take away the re- 
proach which its present condition brings upon the Church. It 
must be made a noble foundation, a seat of the highest theological 
learning and education, or the Church should cease as soon as 
possible to be responsible for an institution which, though it has 
done a great work in time past, is, in its present condition, un- 
worthy of an Apostolic Church, which represents in America the 
enlightenment and the high learning of the Church of England. 


I have already referred to another project of my predecessor, 
which, in fact, was pointed out by Bishep White long before, as 
a necessity in a developed Church: that of erecting divers 
Provinces where now we exist as one Province only of the Church 
Catholic. Our one Province now stretches over an extent of 
territory of which Bishop White never dreamed when he threw 
out his prediction to shape the early legislation of the Church. 
But our Pacific Churches need a Provincial Government of their 
own, and there are other regions which require a local policy 
quite distinct from such as should appear in the enactments of the 
whole American Church. No change in any principle of our 
Church, nor in any settled line of her policy, is suggested. Our 
great council would still be supreme, and might meet as often as 
it now does. But as this Diocese was erected where formerly the 
whole territory was covered by another, and as in due time other 
Dioceses will doubtless be erected within our present bounds, so 
where there is now a single Province, covering the whole territory 
of the United States, we may wisely admit as many more as the 
growth and spiritual wants of our population may demand. We 
are sadly hampered, in our practical work, by our present com- 
plicated machinery. The General Convention is loaded with 
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business which it cannot manage. Measures of great local im- 
portance are overlooked, because their necessity cannot be felt by 
all; and others.lie over from Convention to Convention, which 
ought to be promptly adopted, in order to secure their purpose. 
The new era, now opened to our country, will overwhelm us with 
new duties and new relations; and if these are to be met by no 
wise developments and adaptations of our Constitutional Laws, 
we must consent to a sluggish progress, and to a very inferior - 
position, among the religious systems of the land. 


A question arises as to the restoration of Legislative Unity 
with our brethren of the South. Essential Unity has never been 
for a minute suspended ; and now, it seems to me, that nearly all 
questions between us and them will be settled by the calling of 
the roll of the Convention, and by their appearing and answering 
to their names. The case of the Bishop of Alabama, elected and 
consecrated during the war, admits of no doubt and presents no 
great difficulty. The validity of his consecration is acknowledged ; 
but certain measures will be necessary, as in the case of Bishop 
Seabury, who was consecrated in Scotland, to give the new Bishop 
a canonical position. In due time, we cannot doubt, our Southern 
brethren will all be found again in their places, and how shall 
they be received? Can there be any question? How was it in 
the day when all Israel was restored to David? ‘Shall there 
any man be put to death this day in Israel?” If our brethren 
have erred, surely they have suffered ; if any punishment is yet 
to be meted out to them, let us rejoice that the State and not the 
Church is the minister of wrath. It is our blessed privilege to 
forgive, and as Christians, at least, to remember no more what we 
committed to God’s arbitration, and what, in His Providence, is 
settled and gone by. On the great National questions that di- 
vided us, no man felt more deeply, nobody acted more conscien- 
tiously, than myself. I felt that there could be but one issue to 
the war, consistent with truth and justice, the cause of humanity 
and of our holy religion. But, I trust, such convictions were not 
polluted by resentful impulses, nor by worse instincts of revenge, 
hatred and malice. And now, when all is over, what can a 
Christian find within him but a warm revival of old affections and 
friendships, and a longing for the old fraternal counsels and com- 
munings? Let the power of our religion be seen and felt by all 
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our countrymen. Let us address ourselves to the trying emer- 
gencies created by the new condition of things in the Southern 
States. Let us feel that such is the highest service we can now 
render to our country, snd that it is in our power, as a Church, 
to do more, perhaps, than others, in this way. And as Nature 
has begun already to cover the red fields of war with her peaceful 
harvests, and her refreshing verdure, so let Grace mantle the past 
with charity, and make the infirmities of men give place to the 
fruits of the Spirit. 

Thus have I barely touched upon matters on which we are all 
called to have opinions, and on which I wish mine to be known. 
To your own consciences and wiser judgments I must refer them, 
sincerely respecting. the opinions of my brethren, though they 
may differ from my own, and believing that from candid fraternal 
counsels, in the Church,.good results will be produced by the 
grace of God. May that grace be richly vouchsafed to us. 


REVEREND BRETHREN AND BRETHREN oF THE Larry: I have 
confidence in the mission of our Church to this Nation, and I trust 
the same confidence animates us all. It isa great power, of itself, 
if we possess such convictions, and they generate a lofty enthu- 
siasm and noble exertions, Let us throw ourselves into our work 
with new resolves, and with a holy trust in the purposes of Christ 
to bless our lubours, and to extend His own Kingdom. Let us do 
what we can to teach, our countrymen sound ideas of Christian 
Unity ; and by imparting to others the Apostolic blessings which 
once bound all Christians together, let us do the greatest work 
that can be done for the salvation of the land. Let us show by 
our own unity, at least, that we have the principles which are es- 
sential to the establishment. and perpetuity of our National Union,

DEAR BisHop :—At your request, and through the kindness of Mrs. DeLancey, 
I have examined the private memoranda of our late beloved Diocesan, and am 
permitted to report to the Convention the following official acts performed by him 
between the close of the last Convention and his lamented death.

REPORT OF THE BISHOP OF NEW JERSEY. 
RIVERSIDE, September 20, 1864. 


My Dear BisHop:—A confirmation of thirty-one persons at Rome, in your 
Diocese, on Sunday night, closed my visitation; and I left in the midnight train 
en route for Riverside, where I arrived yesterday about sundown. In reporting 
the services in detail let me premise that, by the Divine blessing, the work you 
laid out for me has been accomplished without let or hindrance; and that at 
every place my labors were cheered by the gratifying courtesies of your faithful 
Clergy and Laity. The generous use of their equipages, the abounding hos- 
pitalities of their refined houses, together with the personal attentions of them- 
selves and ‘their families, have made my visitation through the beautiful hill and 
lake country of Western New York ‘‘a. joy forever’ to me. On all sides I 
noticed signs of life—on the farms, at the salt works, in the factories, on the rail- 
roads, as well as in the churches; and I take leave to add that, by the testimony 
of all, the personal and official influence which a long and laborious Episcopate 
has enabled you to exert, has done much in moulding for good this “ vigorous 
life.” 


From all classes—from men of public life, and from those of whom public men 
are exponents—I heard unqualified expressions of love for thew Bishop, of appre- 
ciation of the work already accomplished, and of prayer for his speedy restoration 
to health. As I proceed to report the work done for you, my memory reverts to 
the days when you were the Rector, and I the Assistant, of dear old St. Peter’s, 
Philadelphia, and when many a report to youof duties performed at your instance, 
was made. It was, indeed, “ long, long ago;” and, dear Bishop, many changes 
have passed over you and me since then: you are not so strong in bodily health 
now.as then; and J, with stronger bodily health, am very old in sorrow, and 
heart-broken with the loss of all my boys. But those days when you, a Bishop 
elect, took to your heart and favorite parish, a deacon just old enough to be in 
holy orders, are as fresh as ever in my recollections; and I thank God for the 
opportunity of telling you so, whilst submitting herewith the statement. of the 
work accomplished.

The Secretary made the Report of the Education and Missionary 
Board as follows: 


| The Board reports the whole number of Missionaries who have labored in the 
Diocese during the past year to be 60. Of these, 42 have served the Diocese for 
the whole year, and 18 for a longer or shorter period. The present number is 52. 


The Permanent Missionary Fund now amounts to the sum of $18,273 00 
being an increase of $50 over last year, the gift of the Rt. Rev. John Travers 
Lewis, D. D., Bishop of Ontario, and has yielded $1,185 to the support of the 
Missionaries. The stipends of the Missionaries have been punctually paid. The 
Missionary appointments run only for each quarter, relying on the contributions 
and collections of the benevolent, under the promptings of Divine grace, to secure 
the payment. For a statement in detail of the amount raised, the objects to 
which it has been applied, the Churches which have contributed, with the amount 
of each; and also of the Churches which have failed to make and forward their 
contributions as required by Canon XIV., the Board refers to the Annual Report 
of the Treasurer of the Diocese, and to the List of the Churches contributing, &c., 
contained in an Appendix to the JOURNAL. 


The Treasurer of the Van Waganen Missionary Fund for Chenango county 
reports the Fund as yielding $174 58, which has been added to the principal, 
which now amounts to $2,668 75. 

Two candidates for Holy Orders have received a stipend of $100 each, while 
prosecuting their studies at the General Theological Seminary. 

The Report of the Diocesan Training School, under the charge of this Board, 
is given below; also the Report of the Trustee of the Van Waganen Fund for the 
County of Chenango.

REPORT. 


To the Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church of the Diocese of Western 
New York: 


The Trustees of the De Veaux College for Orphan and Destitute Children, in 
pursuance of the terms of their Act of Incorporation, respectfully submit their 
Annual Report: 

The funds of the Institution consist of $157,355 89, invested in bonds and 
mortgages, contracts und stocks, yielding income. 

During the year 1864, a farm house, barn and out-buildings were erected on 
the farm comprising a part of the domain, also acottage at the Whirlpool Grounds, 
for the reception of visitors. The whole expense of these improvements was 
$5,160 99; of which $500 was taken from income, and $4,660 99 from principal. 
These expenditures had become indispensable in order to make the property 
available, and it is believed the annual income will be increased thereby. 

The real estate, exclusive of the domain, is estimated at $22,300. The domain 
consists of 330 acres, a part of which is rented, and the residue used and culti- 
vated by the Institution. 

The income received during the year 1864 waS..........0ceeeeeeee $14,562 05 
And there was paid for the current expenses of the Institution...... 14,059 50 

Thirty-two boys were trained and instructed in the College during the year, 
and wholly supported by it. Six boys were discharged from the College, and 
nine others admitted. 

*The courso of instruction and government presented in former reports is still 
pursued. 

Asher P. Nichols, Esq., has been appointed a Trustee of the College, in place 
of Col. Peter A. Porter, deceased, and the Rt. Rev. Arthur Cleveland Uoxe, D. D., 
has been appointed a Trustee in the place of the Rt.

The Rt. Rey. Arthur Cleveland Coxe, D. D., has been elected President of the 
Board of Trustees.

The Bishop, in behalf of the Trustees of the Parochial Fund, 
made the following 


REPORT. 


The Trustees of the Parochial Fund of the Diocese of. Western New York 
respectfully report: That, in compliance with the resolutions of the Convention, 
passed in 1864, the several Trustees of ‘‘The Permanent Missionary Fund,” and 
“The Fund for Disabled Clergy,” and ‘The Fund of the Diocesan Training 
School,” offered to transfer the securities in their hands to this Corporation. But 
on a careful examination of the Act of Incorporation, and the effect of complying 
with the resolution of the Convention, to employ the several Treasurers of these 
Funds to keep the accounts thereof as heretofore, the Board passed the following - 
resolutions: ; 


“ Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Board, this Corporation has no legal 
power to hold the Christmas Fund for Disabled Clergymen in this Diocese, the 
fund not being embraced in any of the provisions of the Act of Incorporation, — 
and therefore we decline to accept said Christmas Fund. 


“ Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Board, a compliance with the request of » 
the Convention to appoint the same persons who have heretofore acted as Treas- 
urers of the Permanent Missionary Fund and the Diocesan Training School Fund, 
to be Treasurers, arid to have the charge of said funds, for this corporation, would 
deprive this Board of the custody of said funds, while it would be legally 
responsible for the same; therefore, 


Resolved, That this Board declines the acceptance of said funds for the present, 
and that the Bishop be requested to bring the subject before the next Conven- 
tion in his report. 


The several objects of this Fund may be stated as follows: 1st, Clerical Sup- 
port; 2d, Parsonage Aid; 3d, Parochial Schools; 4th, Theological Schools in the 
Diocese; 5th, Missions in the Diocese. For any of these objects the Trustees 
are empowered to receive and manage funds and lands. 

By the terms of the trust, the Convention is required to elect at this session 
two trustees in the place of George H. Mumford: and Ward Hunt, whose term of 
office expires, and who are réeligible. They submit an appropriate resolution ; 
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Resolved, That the Convention will proceed to fill the vacancies in the Board, 
by ballot, as required by the Charter. 

In furtherance of the purposes of the Convention, that the funds held in trust 
-by individuals for the Permanent Missionary Fund and the Diocesan Training 
School, should be transferred to this Corporation, we suggest that the Conven- 
tion direct the transfer of these funds to this Board, and that they be held by the 
Corporation in the same manner as is in the case of the Fund for the support of 
the Episcopate. We submit an appropriate resolution : 

Resolved, That the Trustees and Treasurers of the Permanent Missionary Fund 
and the Fund of the Diocesan Training School, be and are hereby directed to 
transfer, as soon as practicable, the funds and securities held by them to the 
Trustees of the Parochial Fund of the. Diocese of Western New York, for the 
purposes contemplated in the creation of these several trusts.

The Rev. Dr. Gibson, on behalf of the Committee on Widows 
and Orphans of Deceased Clergy, offered the following _ 


REPORT. 


The Committee to whom was referred that portion of the Address of the late 
lamented Bishop DeLancey, which relates to a provision for Widows and Orphans 
of Deceased Clergy, respectfully report: 

That our late beloved Bishop, at the last Convention, made the following 
- recommendation : 
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“T suggest to the Convention the importance of some provision for the relief of 
the widows and children of deceased Clergymen, if in want, and an understanding 
of what are the existing provisions on this subject to which, in this Diocese, ac- 
cess may be had. In this Diocese, as part of the State of New York, the Clergy 
‘may subscribe to the incorporation which exists for the whole State, including 
both Dioceses, and it will be wise for the Convention to refer to a Committee this 
whole subject for a report, and for such action and mode of relief as may be 
necessary, and which almost every clergyman can practically appreciate.” 


After due examination of the “existing provisions,’ your Committee are of 
opinion that there is nothing in them available for the proper charitable or 
eleémosynary purposes which alone could be contemplated by the Convention. 
As stated, ‘‘the clergy may subscribe to the incorporation which exists for the 
whole State’—an independent corporation in no way amenable to Conventional 
authority or to any ecclesiastical direction. It is a corporation which existed 
before the Revolution, and now has a large capital managed entirely on the 
principles of a mutual assurance society, and. therefore secular in its character, 
and in 1f position to be connected with the Convention of the Diocese, or to call 
for and disburse annual collections from it for any charitable purpose. The Clergy 
of the State, it is supposable, may obtain an interest in that Society by subscrip- 
tion, as they may in any other Life Insurance Company. But it is obvious that 
all mere associations formed on mutual assurance principles, or involving pay- 
ments to secure annuities, must be organized and conducted outside of Conven- . 
tional jurisdiction or responsibility, even if they report their affairs and doings to 
the Convention. 


The Committee understand that such a voluntary Society is in process of 
formation among the Clergy and Laity of this Diocese, by which all Clergymen 
actually joining the Association may secure annuities to their families by a 
certain annual subscription or the payment ofa fixed sum. They also understand 
that a similar business enterprise for a Savings Bank and clerical aidand relief of 
Widows and Orphans, is in process of organization in the city of New York, under 
auspices favorable for security and success. Such societies, and many others of 
similar character already in operation, may be very commendable, as each fur- 
nishing one out of many ways in which the Clergy may themselves, as indi- 
viduals, make provision beforehand for their families: but no such agency can 
be taken up by the Convention of this Diocese as the method by -which the 
Church, as such, can discharge her charitable duty toward the Clergy who have 
devoted their lives and substance to her service. 


The only other “ existing provision” on this subject, brought to the notice of 
your Committee, is the General Fund instituted by the General Convention of 
1853 for the Relief of Widows and Orphans of Deceased Clergy and of Aged, 
Infirm and Disabled Clergy of the P. E. Church in the United States, which was 
organized by the appointment of seven Trustees, and by a charter obtained of the 
Legislature of this State in 1855. This being a general, and not a Diocesan in- 
stitution, and many Dioceses having already societies and funds for the same 
purposes, it has altogether failed thus far to enlist any considerable interest in the 
several Dioceses. Neither are your Committee aware that that incorporation has 
as yet accumulated any funds or contributions for its object. 


Having thus considered the existing provisions on this subject referred to in 
the late Bishop’s Address, your Committee will briefiy state the principles and 
conclusions they have arrived at: 


Nearly all the Dioceses acknowledge the duty on the part of the Church, as such, 
to make some provision for her infirm and disabled Clergy, who have become 
superannuated or worn out in her servic@ and this obligation is recognized as 
resting not upon any pecuniary equivalent rendered by the Clergy with a view of 
securing a pension or annuity, but upon the relation itself of the Clergy to the 
Church, as those who have sacrificed all worldly means of support and emolu- 
ment in giving themselves up to preach the Gospel and live of the Gospel. This 
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view was forcibly and amply set forth some twenty-five years ago by our late 
beloved Diocesan, in an appeal which led at once to the foundation of the present 
Christmas Fund of this Diocese, a fund which has enjoyed the signal favor of the 
Laity, and has steadily and rapidly accumulated, besides meeting all the calls 
thus far made upon it. 


‘Your Committee believe that every consideration which urges the propriety 
and necessity of a fund for infirm and disabled, also equally applies to the case of 
Widows and Orphans of deceased Clergy. No Clergyman can, or would if he 
could, separate the notion of his own individual interests or wnts from those of 
the family dependent upon him for support. It is his family that constitute his 
main worldly care and anxiety, and it is the provision for their support and edu- 
cation that must take precedence in his mind of any provision for his other mere 
personal comfort. He that provideth not for his own household is worse than an 
infidel. It is with the smallest possible satisfaction that a laborious Clergyman, 
surrounded by a family, can look forward to the Christmas Fund as a resource if 
he should live to be aged, infirm or disabled, when he knows that any day he 
may be taken away at his post, or that even if his strength or usefulness be kept 
up to the end of his career, his wife and little ones may all at once be left de- 
pendent on the cold charities of the world, with no claim whatsoever upon the 
Church, for which the husband and father sacrificed his life. Surely the Church 
as such may here, if anywhere, exemplify that apostolic trait of a ‘‘pure religion 
and undefiled before God and the Father,” which is ‘to visit the fatherless and 
the widows in their affliction,” as well as “to keep itself unspotted from the - 
world.” 


There is no Clergyman but would cheerfully surrender any prospective benefit 
to himself, if he knew it would inure to his widow and children after him, but as 
the case now stands, the labor and service which entitle him to the benefit of the 
Christmas Fund when aged or disabled, is of no avail to him for the benefit of 
his family if he be taken away in the midst of his work. For whether disabled 
or dying, a Clergyman could not but feel that what the Church might do for the 
support of his family would be equally done for himself. To undertake, as has 
been done, to discriminate between the Clergyman and the partner of his toils 
’ and privations, by whose sympathy and self-denial his own hands are held up, 
and to place the latter with the children which have ever occupied the first place 
in the father’s labors and prayers, on a separate ground by themselves, is to do 
violence to the plainest dictates of common sense and humanity. It amounts to 
oi an indirect justification of that Romish figment of celibacy as the duty of the 

ergy. 

Your Committee hold, therefore, that if the services and labors of the Clergy 
give them any moral claim to the charitable aid of the Church in circumstances 


of age, infirmity or disability, they confer an equal title upon their widows and 
children. 


Your Committee therefore propose, in the first place, to combine this object 
with that of the Christmas Fund already existing for the relief of Disabled Clergy. 
They find that in the history of this Diocese no collection has been more popular 
than the Christmas Collection for Disabled Clergy; that in 1859 a Canon was 
passed making it obligatory upon all the parishes; that this Canon fixed the maxi- 
mum of stipend to Disabled Clergymen at $250 per annum, which amount, how- 
ever, has not been paid until the present year; that the amount of the accumula- 
ting fund was, in 1859, a little less than $5,000, and that it is now more than 
$10,000; that this rapid increase during the six years past has arisen almost en- 
tirely from the surplus of the annual collections after paying the stipendiaries, 
together with the annual interest of the Fund itself; that there has been bat one 
year since the passage of said Canon that the Trustees have been obliged to draw 
on the interest of the Fund, and then only for a trifling balance; that the present 
rate of increase of this Fund, may be judged by the fact that the collections for 
the year 1864 amounted to $1,770 27, and the interest of the Fund to $667 170, 
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being a total increase of $2,437 917, while the disbursements to Clergymen were 
in all $1,200.. The number of Clergymen dependent on this Fund sinee the 
passage of said Canon, has never been higher than eight, and has averaged a 
fraction over six, showing that it is but a small portion of the Clergy that can 
look forward to any participation in the benefits of this Fund, compared with the 
number that are taken away in the midst of active service. 


Your Committee believe that with this object added to the benevolent scope of 
the Christmas Fund, the annual collection on Christmas Day would be greatly 
enlarged, and that legacies and special donations might naturally be expected. 
The Widows’ and Orphans’ Society of the Diocese of Massachusetts was origin- 
ated by such a legacy from the widow of a Clergyman. Your Committee find 
that the plan they propose is substantially in operation in other Dioceses, such ag 
Connecticut and Pennsylvania, where both objects are combined in one fund, and 
that too, although in the latter state there is an independent corporation for the 
same object, with a largely accumulated capital. In many Dioceses there are 
voluntary associations for the purpose, embracing the annuity principle. In the 
Diocese of New York, besides the ancient corporation already alluded to, the 
Diocesan Convention of 1841 established a Thanksgiving Collection to commence 
a fund for disabled Clergy, to be held in trust by the Trustees of the Society for 
the Promotion of Religion and Learning, and moreover, recommended such 
Trustees to found a Fund for the widows and orphans of deceased Clergy under 
the same auspices. 


If objection be made to thus embracing two objects under one agency, we sub- 
mit that these two objects are so akin, so closely connected that they may virtu- 
ally be regarded as one: that the Clergyman who is cut off from its benefits in 
one capacity, may thus, so to speak, have an interest in it in another; and it can 
not properly be regarded as a division to apply what a Clergyman would himself 
be entitled to in case of disability, to the benefit of his family in case of death. 
This plan would also meet the objection to multiplying Diocesan collections 
beyond their present number. 


If this view of the Committee be unfavorably received, the question must at 
once arise, ‘‘ What, then, is to be the future disposition of the income of the 
Christmas Fund, since the annual collections have been more than adequate to 
meet the requirements of disabled Clergy?” If it be answered that the income 
of the Fund will enable us eventually to dispense with the Christmas collection 
altogether, your Committee are free to say that they by no means consider that a 
desirable result. They know of no objects more worthy the perennial exercise 
of the gratitude and charity of the Church than the support of her disabled 
Clergymen and the aid and education of their families. They are a part of God’s 
poor, whom the Church is always to have with her, and one generation should 
not try to shift off this duty upon another. 


In accordance with these views, the Committee have prepared, and they sub- 


mit to the Convention with this report, an amended form of the Canon passed in: 


1859. 


The Committee wish it to be distinctly understood that they propose no diver- 
sion of the Christmas Fund from its original purpose, but that. it be faithfully ap- 
plied to that purpose so far as its income is concerned, using no more of the 
future Christmas collections than will be sufficient, with the income of the Fund 
already invested, for the measure of relief to the disabled Clergy prescribed by 
the present Canon, while the remainder of.the annual collections we propose to 
apply for the benefit of Widows and Orphans of deceased Clergy; that so much of 
such collection as may be necessary for that purpose shall be appropriated annuall 
by the Trustees, according to the regulations of the proposed Canon; and that the 
balance remaining after the said appropriations to both objects, shall be invested 
in a second permanent Christmas Fund for the Widows and Children of Deceased 


as 


Clergy, which fund it is hoped will be increased by donations, bequests and 


special contributions. 
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And when this second permanent Fund shall have accumulated to an amount 
equal to the present Fund for Disabled Clergy, then the balance remaining after 
the annual appropriations to both objects, may be divided equally between the two 
funds. 


Besides submitting the proposed Canon, the Committee have but one further 
suggestion to make, that the Trustees of the Christmas Fund be instructed to 
take steps to procure the incorporation of said Fund, the Trustees of the Parochial 
Fund having declined, for legal reasons, to receive this Fund into their custody, 
as directed by the Convention of last year.

CANON OF THE CHRISTMAS FUNDS. 


Srction 1. There shall be three Trustees appointed by the Convention, to whom 
the management and care of the Funds for the relief of Disabled Clergy and for 
the Widows and Orphans of Deceased Clergy shall be entrusted, one of whom shall 
be appointed by the Convention as Treasurer thereof. And no act of said 
Trustees shall be valid, unless authorized by a resolution adopted at a regular 
meeting of said Trustees, by a majority of the same, and recorded in a book to 
be kept as the record of their proceedings, and to be*open to the inspection of the 
Convention. The said Trustees shall hold their offices during the pleasure of the 
Convention, and all vacancies occurring in said Board of Trustees shall from time 
to time be filled by the Convention. 


§ 2. Inevery Parish in the Diocese there shall be made annually, on Christmas 
Day, a collection for the relief of Disabled Clergy of the Diocese, and for the bene- 
fit of Widows and Orphans of Deceased Clergy of the Diocese. It shall be the 
duty of every Clergyman to give due notice of this collection to the congregation, 
and of the Wardens of every Parish to forward the same to the Treasurer of the 
Christmas Funds. 


§ 3. All appropriations for the relief of Disabled Clergy shall be made by the 
Trustees, on the certificate of the Bishop that the individual has labored within 
the limits of the Diocese for a period not less than three years, (except in the 
case of Clergymen ordained in the Diocese and never having removed therefrom,) 
and is disabled by age or physical infirmity from having a parochial charge; but 
no appropriation shall be made for a larger sum than $250,per annum, and it shall 
be paid semi-annually on the 1st of January and July. 


§ 4. All appropriations for the benefit of the Widow or Children of a deceased 
Clergyman shall be made by the Trustees on the certificate of the Bishop that the 
person or persons is the widow or minor child or children of a deceased Clergy- 
man who was a canonical resident of the Diocese at the time of his death; but 
no appropriation for this purpose shall be made for a larger sum than per 
annum, tobe paid semi-annually, on the 1st of April and October; and no appro- 
priation shall be paid to a widow after she has married again, or to orphan or 
orphans after having attained the age of majority. 


§ 5. The Trustees shall have power to appropriate a sum not exceeding $50 
toward the funeral expenses of a deceased beneficiary of either Fund. 


§ 6. All appropriations under this Canon shall be made in the first instance 
from the income of the respective permanent Funds, supplying only the deficiency 
from the proceeds of the annual collection; and the balance remaining after said 
appropriations each year shall be invested in the permanent fund for widows and 
orphans of deceased Clergy, until this Fund shall become equal in amount to the 
Fund for Disabled Clergy, after which period said surplus shall be divided equally 
between the two Funds. ; 
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§ 7. All moneys belonging to the Fund for Disabled Clergy and the Fund for 
the Widows and Orphans of Clergymen, shall be loaned by the said Trustees 
upon security on real estate appraised at double the amount loaned thereon, ex- 
clusive of buildings, the appraisal to be made by two appraisers appointed by 
the Trustees for the purpose, or said moneys may be held and invested in securi- 
ties of this State, or of the United States; and all securities and investments shall 
be taken or made in the names of the said Trustees and their successors in office, 
as Trustees of the said Funds; and they shall have power from time to time to 
change such securities or investments. 


§ 8. A statement of the proceedings of said Trustees, exhibiting the condition 
of the Funds hereby entrusted to their charge, together with the items of receipts 
and disbursements, with the vouchers therefor, shall be reported to each Annual 
Convention, signed by said Trustees, or a majority of them. 


The proposed Canon was, on motion, referred to a Committee 
consisting of the Rev. W. D. Wilson, D. D., the Rev. Edward 
Moyses, Messrs. Washington Hunt and Wm. B. Douglas.

Resolved, That until the principal of the Fnnd for the support 
of the Episcopate shall have been sufficiently increased to yield an 
annual income of $5,000, a quarterly collection shall be taken in 
the several parishes of the Diocese for the purpose of raising a 
sum sufficient, when added to the ordinary income of said Fund, 
to pay the Bishop an annual salary of $5,000. It is made the duty 
‘ of the Standing Committee to take such measures as they may 
consider best calculated to ensure the collections above provided 
for. The proceeds of such collections shall be remitted quarterly 
by the Treasurer of the Diocese to the Trustees of the Fund for 
the support of the Episcopate, who shall credit the same to the 
income of said Fund, and from the entire income there shall be 
paid to the Bishop, for his salary, $5,000 per annum, from Jan. Ist, 
1866. If there shall remain a surplus of Income at the end of any 
fiscal year, it is to be added to the principal of the Fund. 


Resolved, That the Fund for the support of the Episcopate 
ought to be increased to $75,000, and that the Standing Commit- 
tee be requested to appeal to the Diocese and adopt such other 
measures as they may deem expedient to obtain contributions to 
the principal of said Fund. 


On motion of the Rev. Dr. Schuyler, 


Resolved, That the interests of the Church call for the estab- 
lishment, within the limits of the Diocese, of one or more Semin- 
aries of a high order for female education. 


Resolved, 'That the Bishop be and he is hereby requested to call 
the attention of parents and the Diocese generally to the subject, 
in such way as may seem to him best calculated to secure speedy 
practical results.

The Rev. Dr. Metcalf, on behalf of the Committee to whom 
was referred so much of the Bishop’s Address as relates to the 
erection of a Memorial Church to Bishop DeLancey, offered the 
following resolution, which was adopted unanimously. 


Resolved, That this Convention cordially approve of the meas- 
ures taken by the Standing Committee of the Diocese, at the 
instance of the Clergy who attended Bishop DeLancey’s funeral, 
for erecting a church on the site of St. Peter’s Chapel, in Geneva, 
to the memory of Bishop DeLancey, and recommend the subject 
to the liberality of the Churchmen of the Diocese.

This report is designed to cover the work of the last two Conventional years. 
Sitkness and absence from the Parish prevented me from sending my report last 
year. Our new Church, consecrated by the Rt. Rev. Bishop Coxe, May 20, 1865, 
was erected at an expense of about six thousand dollars, one thousand of which 
was contributed by friends in and outside of the Diocese. The Vestry have recently 
newly painted the Rectory and fences, at an expense of $250. One communicant 
has contributed about 100 vols. to the 8. 8. Library. An organ fund is well nigh 
completed, and I hope to be able to report this addition to the Church’s work in 
full the coming year.

The Vestry purchased, last winter, two lots, designed for a Church and Chapel, 
at a cost of $3,600 00. Of this amount $2,125 00 have been raised, which pays 
for the Chapel lot, leaving a balance on the Church lot of $1,475 00, which is to 
be paid the coming Conventional year. In view of the present uncertain prices of 
material and labor, as well as of the future needs of the Parish, it was deemed 
expedient to build a Chapel containing about 300 sittings, which is now in pro- 
cess of erection, and will probably be ready for consecration in November. 


This report is from last November, embracing a period of about ten months, 
nore than a month of which the Rector was absent from the Parish, owing to 
the sickness and death of a relative—the services meanwhile being sustained by 
lay reading. During my absence I officiated and preached twice, and administered 
the Holy Communion, once publicly and once in private, in St. Anthony, Minn., 
and preached once in Gethsemane Church, Minneapolis. I am indebted to the 
Rector of Trinity Church, in this city, for his kindness in administering the Sacra- 
ment of Holy Baptism once, and attending one funeralin my parish, in the month of 
April last.

The greatest drawback is the want of efficient Sunday and Parish 
Schools, a deficiency which the distance of a large part from the congregation of 
the Church makes it very difficult to remedy. 


The service at Trenton has been suspended for most of the past year. 


The Rector cannot close this Report without again noticing the extraordinary 
zeal and self-sacrifice of this little flock. The offerings of five of its members 
during the past year have averaged nearly $250 each, not including what has 
been lately given to cancel the debt of the Parish. Several others have given 
quite largely, and but few have fallen below the ordinary standard. These offer- 
ings have’come, too, in all cases, from small or moderate incomes, though they are 
also from a people among” whom there is no povenayh and abundant means of 
living.

Efforts haye 
been made to secure a Rector, but thus far they have been unsuccessful. At 
Carthage the question has recently been agitated of building a Church; and with 
a Missionary on the ground, from $1,000 to $2,000 could be raised for that pur- 
pose, and the balance needed could be raised in the Diocese. At Champion a 
Church-room is owned by the congregation. 
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At Carthage $600 has been subscribed, and at Champion $200, for the support 
of a Missionary, which, with the stipend, would make a salary of $925. With a 
young, active and hard-working Clergyman on the ground, the prospects are favor- 
able for building up the Church in these localities. 


In addition to the services reported above, Mr. Robinson—Candidate for Holy 
Orders,—has read service and sermon a number of times. 


Missionary services were commenced in Carthage and Champion in 1858, and 
continued till 1868. During this time less§ than $300 per year were raised by the 
Parishes, the balance to support a Missionary was given by the members of 
Trinity Church, Watertown, the Rector and the Missionary each giving liberally 
for this purpose.

OTHER CLERICAL REPORTS. 


From Clergymen not holding Parochial Cures, the Bishop has 
_received the following Reports : 


The Rev. WILLIAM BAKER, residing in Utica, reports: That he has, during the 
past year, administered the Holy Communion six times, and officiated at four 
funerals. He has read prayers in Grace Church and Chapel, Utica, on eight dif- 
ferent occasions, and in St. George’s twice. He has officiated in Christ Church, 
Korestport, eleven times; in Trinity Church, Boonville, three times; in St. Paul’s 
Church, Constableville, once; at Port Leyden, once; in St. Paul’s Church, Hol- 
land Patent, two Sundays. He also assisted in the united services held in the 
city Churches during Lent. He has read prayers once in St. James’ Church, 
Clinton, Oneida County; addressed and catechised the children in several Sunday 
Schools, and performed service several times in the Diocese of New York. 


The Rev. NaPpOLEON BARROws, residing in Albany, N. Y., reports: In con- 
sequence of ill-health I have been unable, during the conventional year, last part, 
to undertake any Parochial charge or any regular ministerial service. I have, 
however, assisted a few times in Divine service and in the administration of the 
Holy Communion, and on Christmas day baptized the infant son of the Rey. P. 
K. Cady, Rector of Grace Church, Albany, N. Y. 


The Rey. Joun A. BowMAN, Hospital Chaplain at Knoxville, Tenn., reports 
the following official duties: Baptisms 2; Services (Sundays 78, weekdays 191,) 
269; Holy Communion 8. 


The Rev. Joun T. CusHinG, residing in North Urbana, Steuben Co., reports : 
That during the last year he has preached for the Rector at Bradford, six times, 
and officiated at two burials there; has preached for the Rector at Hammondsport 
three times, reading prayers and assisting in the distribution for the most part of 
Communion Sundays. 


The Rey. JouN F. Ernst, residing, at Eggertsville, Erie Co., N. Y., reports: 
That since the 1st of August, 1864, he has preached 19 times; has read the whole 
or parts of the morning and evening services on 42 occasions of public worship; 
has officiated at 2 funerals, baptized one infant, and celebrated or assisted in cel- 
ebrating the Lord’s Supper 6 times. 


The Rev. ALMON GREGORY, residing at Syracuse, reports: That since his re- 
turn from the army to the Diocese he has officiated in the Churches in that city 
and at Rome 33 times; preached 22 times; administered and assisted in adminis- 
tering the Holy Communion 11 times; solemnized one marriage, and officiated - 
four times at the burial of the dead. 
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Also that his report for the year ending Aug. Ist, 1864, was duly forwarded 
but does not appear in the Journal of the Convention.* The statistics in that 
report were, services (not including those in private,) 62; preached 49 times; 
Baptisms (adults) 2; administered (or assisted in) the Holy Communion 8 times ; 
Burials 44. A Chapel fitted up in the Hospital, with melodeon and a supply of 
Prayer Books, gifts from W. N. Y., and 15 copies (weekly,) of the Gospel Mes- 
senger, distributed to the soldiers under his care. 


The Rey. Henry Gregory, D. D., residing in Syracuse, reports: That from the 
1st. of August last to the end of December he continued as before in his Mission- 
ary duties at Baldwinsville. Since that time his infirm health has disabled him 
from pastoral duty, and he has officiated only in the solemnizing of two marriages. 


His report for the time he was at Baldwinsville, is included in that of the Rev. 
Mr. Beauchamp, who is in charge of that Parish. 


The Rey. A. Jackson, D. D., President of Hobart College, reports: That during 
‘the past year he has been engaged, without interruption, in the discharge of his 
duties as President of Hobart College. Besides administering the government of 
the institution and taking the oversight of its affairs, he has given instruction by 
text book and lectures, to the Senior and Junior Classes in the Evidences of Chris- 
tianity. He has also with, assistance from the clerical members of the Faculty* 
performed the duties of Chaplain to the College during the entire academic year. 
Two services have been held in the Chapel daily, except that on Saturdays there 
has been but one, and two full services with sermons on Sundays. The Holy 
Communion has been administered on the first Sunday of each month and on 
leading festivals. 


The past. year has been a most satisfactory one, both as regards good conduct: 
and dilligent study on the part of the students. The College has, however, ex- 
perienced, for the last three years, the evil effects of the civil war, in diminishing 
the number of students in attendance, and the happy termination of the war can 
not be expected at once to restore the old order of things. Besides the successful 
development of the College demands the erection, as soon as practicable, of codperat- 
ing schools of a high grade, to furnish a constant supply of thoroughly trained stu- 
dents for its classes. Efforts are shortly to be made in this direction, which it ig 
believed, will, in due time, bear fruit. The College also needs further endowment, 
both to enable it to increase the salaries of the Professors, and to enlarge the means 
ofinstruction. A Committee was appointed at the late meeting of its Board of Trus- 
tees to take this matter in hand, and it is confidently believed that their efforts 
will be crowned with success. 


He has also officiated in other places on various occasions during the year. He 
has baptized two adults and three children, and buried one person. 


The Rey. JouNn B. Linn, Redwood, Jefferson Co., reports: That owing to illness 
he resigned the office of Chaplain in the army in October last. Having regained 
his health, he has accepted the charge of the Parishes of St. James, Theresa, and 
St. Peter, Redwood, Jefferson County, and will enter upon his duties during 
September next. 


The Rey. Kenprick Metcatr, D. D., Professor in Hobart College, reports: 
That in addition to his duties as Hobart Professor of Latin in Hobart College, he 
has officiated as a Priest in some Church or Chapel on nearly every Sunday and 
chief Holy day.

The Rev. LyMAN HinspaLE SHERWOOD, Deacon, residing at Lyons, reports: 
That he was transferred from the Diocese of Ohio to this Diocese, during the 
spring of 1865; that he is Principal of a Musical Academy at Lyons, and has no 
parochial charge; that he has, in addition to assisting the Rector of the Parish 
and others in the service on frequeut occasions, and officiating as Chaplain in the 
County Jail, preached twenty-one times at Lyons and in neighboring places; mar- 
ried one couple, and officiated three times at funerals. 


The Rey. GERSHOM P. WALDO, residing at Nunda, reports that he has, in the 
providence of God, been enabled to officiate six times at his late Missionary station 
at Mills’ Mills; that he has baptized one child and married one couple; officiated 
five times at Nunda, twice at Canaseraga, once at Angelica and once at Belvidere, 
and administered the Holy Communion, and has rendered assistance to the Rev. 
Fayette Royce, on several occasions; and that he holds himself in readiness to do 
what he can for Christ and His Church. . 


The Rev. W. D. Wiuson, D. D., Geneva, reports: That besides his duties as Trini- 
ty Professor in Hobart College, he has baptized one adult and two children; admin- 
istered the Holy Communion in public three times, and taken part in the public 
services of the Sanctuary nearly every Sunday and other Holy day, by preaching 
or otherwise. 


The Rev. J. WINSLOW, residing at Watertown, reports: That from the time of 
the last Convention he has continued his services as Chaplain of the 20th N. Y. 
Cavalry. That during the year he has held service and preached thirty times 
in the Regiment; twenty times in the Hospital; ten times on Government 
vessels in Norfolk Harbor; ten timesin the United States Military Prison, Nor- 
folk; ten times in St Paul’s Church, Norfolk; four times in Libby Prison, for the 
Confederate prisoners, the first and second Sundays after the evacuation of Rich- 
mond; that he has attended seventy-five burials; has baptized three adults and 
one'child; has officiated at three weddings, and has performed other duties per- 
taining to his office as Chaplain. 


He was, with his regiment, mustered out of the U.S. service July 31st, and is 
now ready to engage again in Parish work.

Petition and Reply in regard to the Exemptions of Drafted Clergy, 


To his Excellency Abraham Lincoln, President of the United States: 


Your petitioners, the Annual Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
in the Diocese of Western New York, assembled in the City of Utica, August 
17th, A. D., 1864, and composed of the Bishop, Clergy and Lay Delegates of the 
several Parishes of said Diocese, would respectfully represent :— 


They hold and most earnestly believe with the great mass of Christians in this 
and every other age, that Jesus Christ introduced His religion into the world by 
setting up a spiritual kingdom, and that the separation of the Officers of His 
Kingdom from ordinary avocations, to act chiefly for the spiritual interests of man- 
kind, is essential to its very constitution. His Ministers are His Ambassadors 
sent to men.* Of them especially He spoke as being in the world but not of the 
world.+ When the Prince of Peace sends Ambassadors to men, to promote peace 
and good will upon the earth, can it be consistent for men to force them into 
earthly strifes and contentions, especially into battle and shedding of blood? 
Compliance on the part of Christ’s Ambassadors with such usage would surely be 
incompatible with their character and office. Christ declared that his kingdom 
was not of this world, or His servants would fight. The word here translated 
servants, in the original means Officers. When Peter drew his sword in the 
garden to resist his Master’s unjust seizure, he was told by Christ to put it up, 
for, “they that take the sword shall perish with the sword.” This precept evi- 
dently is not general, for ordinary Christians are spoken of as soldiers in the New 
Testament, but limited to his Ministers. 


In accordance with this principle ofthe separation of the Ministry, the action 
of the Christian Church from the earliest times has always been framed. Ordinary 
Christians might be soldiers, but Ministers were forbidden to take up arms. The 
Apostolical Canons, which embody the practice of the Primitive Church, set forth 
strongly this principle, not as enacting any thing new, but as guarding the orig- 
inal constitution of Christ’s kingdom. The VIth of those Canons is, “Let not a 
Bishop, Presbyter, or Deacon, undertake any secular employment on pain of de- 
position.” The LXXXIII Canon declares, ‘‘ A Bishop, Presbyter, or Deacon, that 
employs himself in a military life, shall be deposed.§” 


The same principle of separation with reference to Christ’s Ministers has ever 
been recognized by christian governments and people. It was so under the

Roman Empire.* It was so even under the feudal system.t From this we 
see how the Ministers of Christ’s Kingdom have ever been regarded and treated, 
both in the Church itself and by governments calling themselves Christian. As 
Hallam states, the voluntary departures from it in the darkness and fierceness of 
feudal times by Ministers giving actual military service were contrary to both 
cwwil and ecclesiastical laws. The same principle is held by the Church of England, 
whieh at the time of the Reformation never departed from the ancient universal 
view in regard to the separation of Christ’s Ministry from secular pursuits. Her 
LXXVIth Canon declares, ‘‘ No man being admitted Deacon or Minister, shall from 
thenceforth voluntarily relinquish the same, nor afterwards use himself in the 
course of his life as a layman, upon pain of excommunication.” In secular pur- 
suits she most assuredly includes, as did the Primitive Church, military service; 
which has ever been considered more inconsistent than all other secular pursuits, 
with the character and calling of the Christian Ministry, and the English Govern- 
ment has ever recognized and supported her in this position. 


The Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States derived her existence 
through the Church of England, and is identical with her as to fundamental prin- 
ciples. She holds, and ever has held with the Church of England and the Prim- 
itive Church, the separation of the Christian Ministry and the obligation resting 
on them by their ordination vows to abstain from secular pursuits, especially 
irom engaging in war and shedding of blood. Their ordination vows imply the 
principle of separation. It has hitherto needed no formal declaration in Rules and 
Canons. It is the common law of our Church, and a part of her vital principle of 
action. A candidate applying to be ordained, and declaring that if called on he 
would take up arms and shed blood, would be refused ordination. 


On these accounts our Ministers abstain from engaging in ordinary business, 
trom holding public offices, and participating generally in politics. For these 
very things they are generally noted throughout the country. Any who do other- 
wise are exceptions to our practice. On these grounds then, it is contrary to - 
their consciences as Officers of Christ’s Kingdom, to bear arms as soldiers and 
shed blood. Their doing so would be essentially contrary to their duties as Min- 
isters of Christ’s Kingdom, and in the last degree inconsistent with their character 
as Ambassadors of the Prince of Peace to a fallen world. 


Of our position as to the separation of our Ministry, we in Convention assem. 
bled, testify to you by the accompanying report andresolutions. Ifour Ministers 
cannot be properly included under the exemption clause of the present Enrollment 
Act, for those having conscientious scruples, we would then appeal to your per- 
sonal favor as Commander-in-Chief of the Armies of the United States. Trusting 
in your desire to treat with equal justice all classes of people, we refer to you the 
ease of our Clergy with reference to the impending draft. Appealing to our Litur- 
gy and practice, in proof of our loyalty to our government on the broad principles 
of Christian truth—praying constantly in our public worship for yourself and all 
in authority, and deprecating ‘‘all sedition, privy conspiracy, and rebellion,’”— 
believing our request to be in strict accordance with the true idea of toleration by 
our government to all religious bodies without favoring or establishing any—we 
respectfully petition that any of our Clergy of this Diocese who may be drafted, 
may be relieved from the actual bearing of arms as combatants in the field, by 
being assigned by you, as Commander-in-Chief, to special duties consistent with 
their sacred character and office. Relying upon your high character for justice to 
relieve them from the difficulties of their position arising from the present Enroll- 
ment Act, we will ever pray.

Resolved, That in the judgment of the Convention, the Clergy of the Church are 
bound in conscience and by their ordination vows to abstain from engaging as 
armed combatants, in the military service. 


Resolved, That when any of the Clergy of this Diocese shall be drafted, under 
the law of 1864, the President of the United States is respectfully requested not 
to insist upon their entering into the military service as actual bearers of arms, 
but that such Clergy may be assigned to special duties as Chaplains, or to do duty 
in hospitals, or in the care of freedmen, or in such clerkships or other special duties 
as may be required by the War Department.

Sir: I have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your communication of 
the 3rd instant, to the Hon. Secretary of State, by him referred to the Hon. Sec- 
retary of War, and by him referred to this Bureau, relative to the exemption of 
such of the Clergy of the Protestant Episcopal Church as may be drafted, and’ in 
reply to state, that such of the Clergy as may fulfill the requirements of Section 
17, of the Amendatory Enrollment Act, approved February 24th, 1864, will be 
exempted. | 

The question of assignment rests with the Secretary of War, but I have no 
doubt that such Ministers of the Gospel as do not come under the provisions of 
the above mentioned section, will on proper representation to the Secretary of 
War, be assigned to such duty either as Chaplains or in Hospitals, as will be 
consistent with their religious calling and the interests of the service.

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G. Services at the Consecration. 


In conformity with the preceding notice, the consecration of the Rev. Arthur 
Cleveland Coxe, D. D., Assistant Bishop Elect, took place in Trinity Church, 
Geneva, on the Wednesday before the Feast of the Epiphany, January 4th, 1865. 
At half past ten o’clock the procession, consisting of about eighty Clergymen and 
five Bishops, besides the Bishop elect, entered the Church. The Bishop of West- 
ern New York, too feeble to join in the procession, had previously taken his seat 
at the right of the Altar. 


Morning Prayer was commenced by the Rev. 8. Hanson Coxe, D. D., Rector of 
Trinity Church, Utica, the 10th section of Psalms being used, and the Venite sung 
to an anthem; the first Lesson was read by the Rev. Amos B. Beach, D. D., Rec- 
tor of Christ Church, Oswego; the Te Dewm was sung by the choir. The second 
Lesson was read by the Rev. R. Bethell Claxton, D. D., Rector of St. Luke’s Church, 
Rochester ! Jubilate Deo was sung to an anthem ; the Nicene Creed was said by the 
Rev. John Henry Hobart, D. D., of Baltimore, and the Collects and special prayers 
by the Rev. Maunsell Van Rensselaer, D. D., President of DeVeaux College; the 
66th selection from the Psalms was then sung, given out by the Rev. Edward Ingre- 
soll, D. D., Rector of Trinity Church, Buffalo. Bishop DeLancey then commenced 
» the Ante-Communion service by saying the Lord’s Prayer and the opening Collect ; 
the Bishop of Vermont read the Commandments and Collect for the Day; the 
Bishop of Michigan read the Epistle ; the Bishop of New Jersey the Gospel; and 
the Missionary Bishop of the North West announced the 152nd Hymn, omitting 
the 2nd and 8rd verses. 


The Sermon was then preached by the Bishop of New Jersey, from the Gospel 
of St. John, xx. 21. After the Sermon, the Bishop Elect was presented to the 
Presiding Bishop (Bishop DeLancey,) by the Bishop of New Jersey and the Mis- 
sionary Bishop of the North West. The Presiding Bishop then made the usual 
demand for the Testimonials of the person presented for consecration, when the 
following documents were read: First, The letter of the Presiding Bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, authorizing the Bishop of 
Western New York to take order for the consecration, &c., by the Rev. Dr. 
Ingersoll. Second, A copy of the request made by the Diocesan of Western New 
York for an Assistant, in his address to the last annual Convention of the Diocese, 
read by the Rev. Alfred B. Goodrich, Rector of Calvary Church, Utica. Third, 
A copy of the Proceedings of the Diocesan Convention, in relation to an Assistant 
Bishop, read by the Rev. William A. Matson, Rector of Grace Ghurch, Lockport, 
Secretary of the Convention. Fourth, The Testimonials of the Clergy and Lay 
Delegates at that Convention, read by the Rev. Charles W. Hayes, Rector of St. 
Paul’s Church, Holland Patent, Assistant Secretary. /%/th, The certificate of the 
Bishop presiding for the occasion, of the consent of the majority of the Standing 
Committees of all the Dioceses in the United States to the said consecration, assign- 
ed to be read by the Rev. Kendrick Metcalf, D. D., Professor in Hobart College, 
Geneva, the President of the Standing Committee of the Diocese.* Sixth, The cer- 
tificate of the Bishop presiding of the consent of a Canonical majority of the 
Bishops in the United States, assigned to be read by the Rev. William H. A. Bis- 
sell, D. D., Rector of Trinity Church, Geneva, the Secretary of the Standing Com- 
mittee.* 


The Bishop Elect [then pronounced the required promise of conformity, and 
Bishop DeLancey read the invocation to prayer, when the Litany and Special 
Suffrage was said by the Bishop of New York. The Bishop of Michigan read 
the questions, after which the Bishop Elect was vested, with the rest of the Epis- 
copal Habit by his attendants, the Rev. Drs. Jackson and Rankine of Geneva. 
“Vent Creator,” was then said by all standing, the Bishop Elect kneeling. Bishop

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DeLancey said the Consecrating Prayer and formula, delivering the Bible and 
reading the charge following, all the Bishops present uniting with him in'the im- 
position of hands. The newly consecrated Bishop was then received by the 
Presiding Bishop within the Chancel, during which Gloria Patri was sung by the 
Clergy and Congregation. Then followed the Offertory and Communion Service, 
the Missionary Bishop of the North West reading the Offertory sentences, the 
Bishop of Vermont the Prayer for Christ’s Church Militant, the Bishop of Mich- 
igan consecrating &nd administering the elements, assisted by the Bishops of 
Vermont, New York, New Jersey,and the Missionary Bishop of the North West. 
The Post Communion Service was said by the Bishop of Vermont, and the Special 
Prayer and blessing of Peace pronounced by Bishop DeLancey, the Bishop pre- 
siding for the occasion,

PAPERS RELATING TO THE DECEASE OF BISHOP DELANCEY, 


A. 
The Last Hours of Bishop De Lancey. 


It is generally known that the Bishop’s health had been in a precarious condi- 
tion during the whole year previous to his decease. He, however, bore the labors 
and excitement of the Diocesan Convention, at Utica, in August, 1864, in a man- 
ner that surprised every one. But it proved an overstraining of his powers, and 
he returned to his home greatly prostrated. Yet, although his lower limbs were 
very weak and almost refused to support him, he soon recovered his accustomed 
mental vigor, and devoted his attention unremittingly to the oversight of his Dio- 
cese. Some idea of the labor he performed, even now in his enfeebled state of 
health, may be formed from the extent of his correspondence. He mentioned to the 
writer of this brief account, some time in December last, that in the space of 
about three months previous, he had written 800 letters. Andon the very last day 
of his life he wrote two letters on official business, copies of which were found in 
his letter book after his death. One of these related to the Consecration of Christ 
Church, Oswego. 


The Bishop seemed of late to have recovered in some degree the use of his limbs, 
and he was able, with the aid of an arm to support him, to walk out occasionally. 
He walked thus to the College Chapel, and was present at the service there on 
the two Sunday mornings previous to his last Sunday with the Church on earth. 
And he had during the week expressed the hope that he might be able to be 
present at the Chapel Service on that day, when the Holy Communion was to be 
administered. He accordingly made his arrangements for that purpose on the 
morning of that day, and was waiting for the hour of service to arrive, when, on 
attempting to read aloud something which interested him, he found that the organs 
of speech would not respond. This created some alarm. His physician was 
immediately summoned. But the attack soon passed off and he resumed his usual 
tone of health, conversing freely with those friends who called to see him. A 
little after one o’clock he on this day, with his family, received the Holy Com- 
munion at the hands of the Rey. Dr. Bissell. 


On the following day (Monday) he appeared as well as usual. In the course of 
the morning he walked over to his sister’s house nearly opposite, and paid her a 
a visit. Whilst alone with her he said: “I shall not belonghere.” Early in the 
morning of the next day (the last of his life,) he said to Mrs. DeLancey, before 
he left his room: ‘‘I feel that I shall not be long here.” He had spoken often 
after the same tenor during the last few weeks, showing thut he had felt the hour 
of his departure was near at hand. Only those who stood in the most sacred 
and intimate relations with him, knew with what devout fervor, with what con- 
scientious care, he gave himself to the holy work of preparation for the coming of 
his Lord. But all saw, and knew, and felt the genial influence of that kindly re- 
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gard for those around him, that serenity and cheerfulness which rose superior to 
bodily pain and weakness, and gave a singular charm to his presence and conver- 
sation through all his declining health, and which were felt and enjoyed by the 
writer of this notice within a few minutes of the final attack. 


He appeared to be unusually well during the day, (Tuesday,) and at tea con- 
versed with animation, and seemed full of genial kindness, and even playful hu- 
mor. Shortly after tea, when alone in the parlor, he was seized with violent 
nausea; and on answering to his call of distress, he was found sitting in his 
arm chair, bending forward and supporting himself with his staff in his right hand. 
He was drawn in the chair to his bed-room opposite, undressed and laid on the 
bed. This was about half-past seven in the evening. Presently he was seized 
with violent spasms, affecting chiefly the left side. These were about eight in 
number, and they continued at intervals till about half-past eleveno’clock. They 
were painful to witness and yery exhausting to the physical powers, but in the 
judgment of the physicians, painless to the beloved sufferer ; for, during this pe- 
riod, it is believed that there was no consciousness. Consciousness seemed to 
return about half-past eleven o’clock, and it continued until within a few minutes 
of the end. 


It was clear to all those who watched by that bed-side during that memorable 
night, that the Bishop knew and recognized the members of his family,* the 
brethren} who were present, and his physicians.t He did not articulate very 
distinctly, but he indicated clearly his wishes and his recognition of those around 
him. When tea was offered to him he declined it, but with tender solicitude said : 
‘““Give Mrs. De Lancey some tea.’’ Prayers were offered séveral times in the 
course of the night, and his effort to say ‘‘Amen,” at the end of each prayer was 
very marked and earnest. 


The Bishop must have suffered much during the night, in the great struggle of 
nature which was now wearing to a close; but there was no indication of acute 
or violent pain, and the strength of pulse and apparent vigor of the system did 
not abate until very near the end. The ‘“Commendatory Prayer’ was offered by 
the Rey. Dr. Bissell about six a. M., and at three minutes past six, the great heart 
became still in death, and the faithful Bishop slept in Christ.

DEAR BRETHREN: In the absence of Bishop Coxe, it is my painful duty to an- 
nounce to you the decease of our late revered and beloved Diocesan, the Right 
Rey. William Heathcote De Lancey, D. D., LL. D., D.C. L.,(Oxon.) At half-past 
six o’clock on Wednesday morning, April 5th, after a night of suffering, he calmly 
entered into rest. The funeral services will take place in Trinity Church, Geneva, 
at 2 o’clock P. M., on Tuesday, the 11th inst. The Clergy are requested to meet 
at the College Chapel, with surplices, at 1:15. Your prayers are affectionately 
asked for the bereaved family, for the. Diocese, and for him, who now in the Proyi- 
dence of God has become our Diocesan.

The Funeral. 


In conformity with the preceding notice, the obsequies were celebrated at 
Geneva on the Tuesday before Easter, April the 11th. The weather was in per- 
fect harmony with the occasion. The air was still. The placid waters of the 
Lake in full view of his late residence, were undisturbed by breeze or ripple. 
Misty clouds overhung the heaven like a funeral pall. 


The remains were borne to St. John’s Chapel, Hobart College, where he often 
worshipped, at half-past nine in the morning, and placed in the aisle before the 
Chancel, to be viewed for the last time by his friends and the public. - The scene 
in the Chapel was one of the most affecting character. In a coffin covered with 
appropriate ecclesiastical emblems, clad in episcopal vestments, and tenderly watch- 
ed by two clergymen in surplices, one standing at the head and the other at the 
foot of the bier, in the sombre light admitted through the stained windows of 
that beautiful gothic building, which was draped in black, the face of the beloved 
Prelate was seen for the last time by many hundreds of our citizens and: by 
Clergymen and Laymen from all parts of his large Diocese. The tears shed by 
the side of his coffin by all classes, and especially by many poor people both young 
and old, were a touching tribute to his character. 


At 12 o’clovk the body was taken back to his home, and in the sacredness of 
domestic grief, was beheld for the last time until the trumpet shall sound and the 
dead shall arise. 

At 1:15 p. M. the Right Rev. Bishop Coxe, now Diocesan, and a large number 
of Clergy, assembled at the College Chapel, where the funeral procession was 
formed under the direction of Mr. Wm. B. Douglas as Chief Marshal, and Messrs. 
A. L. Chew and G. W. Nicholas, as assistants, whence they walked to the resi- 
dence of the Bishop, where they received the body and thence proceeded to the 
Church. ‘The order of the procession was as follows: 1st, the Chief Marshal; 
2nd, the Pupils of Walnnt Hill School (the Rev. Dr. Reed’s) with ‘the Principal 
and Instructors; 3rd, the Students of Hobart College and Lay Members of the 
Faculty; 4th the Wardens and Vestry of Trinity Church; 5th, the Officiating 
Clergy; 6th, the Clerical Bearers, as follows: the Rev. Drs. Rankine, Foote, Schuy- 
ler, Gibson and Coxe, and the Rev. Messrs. Ayrault, Matson and Platt. This part 
_of the procession constituted the escort. Next came, 7th, the body, borne on the 
shoulders of six men, relieved at short infervals; 8th, the Pall Bearers as follows: 
The Rey. Drs. Ingersoll, Jackson, Bolles, Van Rensselaer, Beach and Hull; 9th, 
the Family and Relations; 10th, the Attending Physicians; 11th, Delegations of 
Clergy from other Dioceses; 12th, Clergy not in Surplices; 13th Deacons and 
Junior Clergy; 14th, Senior Clergy; 15th Friends of the family and citizens. 


It was a most imposing and solemn scene. The pall bearers in white scarfs 
with rosettes trimmed with black, the long line of Clergy in surplices, the large 
coffin (a metalic case enclosed in rose-wood) with its deep black pall surmounted 
with a-purple mitre, over which was laid a gilt crozier wreathed with flowers, a 
large cross in flowers, a chalice and paten, and an exquisite crown wrought in 
the most beautiful white flowers, (the gift of Mrs. Ellwanger of Rochester,) all 
borne on the shoulders of men—the streets lined with crowds of people not able to 
enter the Church, standing in the solemn stillness of reverence and respect—the 
bells of all the places of worship tolling their slow and sad requiem, and the places 
of business very generally closed—the whole left an impression on the heart that 
can never be effaced, and testified the universal consciousness that a great and 
revered Father in God had fallen in Israel. 


On reaching the Church, the coffin was surrendered into the hands of the Cler- 


ical bearers, who, preceded by the officiating Clergy, bore it.up +o the Chancel, and 
there, reversing position, placed it, the head toward the Altar and the foot 
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toward the main entrance. The Sentences were read by the Rev. Dr. Bissell ; 
the portion of the 39th Psalm was chanted by the choir; the portion of the 90th. 
was read by the Rev. Dr. Metcalf; the Lesson by the Rev. Dr. Ingersoll; the 
13th selection of Psalms in metre was given out by the Rev. Dr. Hull; the ad- 
dress, delivered by the Rev. Dr. Van Ingen; the 6th, 7th, and 8th verses of the 
34th selection were then given out by the Rey. Dr. Van Rensselaer, and sung to 
the Old Hundredth ; the opening part of the grave service was then read by the 
Rev. Dr. Jackson, the committal by the Rev. Dr. Bissell, “‘ the earth being cast 
upon the body” by the Rev. George Morgan Hills; the sentence, “I heard a 
voice,” was sung by the choir, and the Lord’s Prayer and concluding Collects, 
said by the Rey. Dr. Bolles of Boston. 


The Church was compactly filled, and we observed many of the prominent laity 
of the Diocese, several clergymen from abroad, and several ministers of various 
denominations. There seemed but one deep feeling of grief in that whole assem- 
bly, welling up in copious tears, every now and then, as that most touching and 

eloquent address of Dr. Van Ingen described the various graces and noble quali- 
ties of our late beloved Bishop. 


A large number of the congregation lingered after the services to look at the 
coffin and its emblems. The body remained in the Church until 74 P. M., lov- 
ingly watched over by the Rector, when it was taken to the cars to be conveyed 
to the family burying place at Mamaroneck, Westchester county, whither it was 
accompanied by the late Bishop’s three sons, and the Rt. Rev. Bishop Coxe, 
(whose only part in these sad offices had been that of a mourner,) the Rev. Dr. 
Rankine, and the Rev. Dr. Van Rensselaer, the last two being commissioned by 
the Standing Committee for that purpose. 


Tho inscription upon the coffin-plate was as follows: 
THE RIGHT REVEREND

The preceding account is taken, with slight alteration, from the editorial col- 
umns of the Gospel Messenger. The following, from the same paper, was commu- 
nicated by a member of the Committee appointed, as representatives of the Dio- 
cese, to accompany the remains to their last resting place : 


D. 
The Interment of the Bishop’s Remains. 


My Dear Dr. Gregson: You will doubtless wish to hear the incidents con- 
nected with the final obsequies of our late beloved Bishop. As we passed to the 
dépét in Geneva with the revered remains, the procession wound around St. 
Peter’s Chapel, so long the object of his nursing care, and destined soon to be

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replaced, as we hope, by a Memorial Church erected by the Diocese. Here a sor- 
rowing congregation was waiting to pay the last tribute of respect and grief. Our 
journey to Schenectady was made more comfortable by the attention of the offi- 
cers of the Central Rail Road in placing a special car at the disposal of mourners 
and friends. Ou reaching New York, we passed round the Seminary, to whose 
interests our departed father had devoted so much thought and labor during so 
many anxious years, and proeeeded to Calvary Ohurch, where the remains were 
to rest till the next morning. It seemed providential that this Church, selected 
because it was under Bishop Coxe’s charge, had been consecrated by Bishop De- 
Lancey, and he had preached the first sermon in it. The body was lovingly 
watched through the night by Messrs. Miller, Perrine, Potter, Dunham, Jones, 
Rulison, Reeder and Ogden, Candidates for Holy Orders of this Diocese, in the 
General Theological Seminary. As the funeral procession, the next morning, 
went along, we passed through scenes which had become hallowed to us by their 
association with our dear departed Bishop’s early years. At New Rochelle we 
went by the spot where his Huguenot ancestors had worshipped, and the Church 
in which he himself had often ministered. The hills and vallevs around us had 
been familiar to him in childhood, youth and manhood. The tolling bell in the 
beautiful new Church at New Rochelle paid a psssing tribute to the departed ser- 
vant of God. At length we reached his ancestral home, his birth-place, the nest 
where that noble form, that generous heart, that splendid intellect, that ardent 
piety, had been nurtured, and gazed with reverence upon it, linked as it is with 
his revered memory. In the family cemetery at Heathcote Hill, the Rev. John 
M. Ward, of Mamaroneck, read the Service of Committal, the Rev. Dr. Rankine 
casting the earth upon the coffin. As the officiating Minister commenced the 
Service, the birds in the neighboring grove poured forth a swelling tide of song, 
which died away with the last words of prayer. The season, “ when all the 
wood stands in the mist of green,” the springing grass, the budding flowers, the 
carolling birds, the Easter feast so near at hand, were emblems and pledges of 
the resurrection. And thus we laid to its last rest the beloved form of our 
lamented Father in God, ‘‘ sorrowing most of all that we should see his face no 
more” but “not as others who have no hope.” : MoV. RB 


In order to identify the exact position of the grave, the following circumstances 
are put on record: 


The said private burying ground is in the western part of the Heathcote Hill 
farm. The grave is in the second tier of graves in the south-western corner of 
the ground. Our noble first Bishop rests there at his father’s feet and by the side 
of his son. 


The following mourning delegations attended the funeral: 


The Rey. W. EH. Higenbrodt, D. D. and the Rev. Henry A. Neely as representa- 
tives of the Clergy of New York City; the Rey. George Leeds, D. D. as a repre- 
sentative of St. Peter’s Church, Philadelphia, formerly under the pastoral charge 
of Bishop DeLancey ; and the Rev. James A. Bolles, D. D., of the Church of the 
Advent, Boston. 


It was a matter of deep regret, with both the Clergy and the Laity, that none of 
our’ Right Reverend Fathers were present to perform the last Christian offices for 
their Brother in the Hpiscopate. Perhaps it was more fitting that our Bishop 
should be buried by filial than by fraternal hands; that his own children should 
lay their beloved father in the grave. Surely none could have performed the last 
sad offices with more profound grief or holier affection. . 


“Thou God of love! beneath thy sheltering wing,

Pastoral Letter of Bishop Coxe. 


To THE REV. CLERGY AND THE,LAITY OF THE DIOCESE OF WESTERN NEW YORK; 


Rev. BRETHREN AND BRETHREN :—The President of the Standing Committee 
has duly announced to you the great affliction which has fallen on this Diocese, 
and has commended to your prayers ‘‘ the bereaved family, the Diocese, and him 
who now, in the wise Providence of God, has become the Diocesan.” 


It is a time for prayer and supplication, seeing we have lost one of the wisest 
and holiest men whose life has adorned the American Hpiscopate, and one whose 
character is worthy of the purest ages of the Catholic and Apostolic Church. 


This great Diocese, moreover, must now pass into the hands of one whose 
inexperience and whose loss of this judicious and saintly father in the Episcopate, 
entitles him to your sympathy, your forbearance, and your intercessions with 
God. 

The better to carry out these becoming recommendations of the President of 
the Standing Committee, the Reverend Clergy are hereby authorized, during the 
space of thirty days, or so long after as their Churches may continne to be 
draped in mourning, to use the following prayers, viz: 


At Morning and Evening Prayer, and with the Litany when said apart, the 
prayer for “persons under affliction ;” adding, after the words, “for whom our 
prayers are desired,’’ the words, ‘‘and upon all the Clergy and people of this Dio- 
cese.” Also, immediately after this prayer, the commemorative prayer from the 
Burial Service, ‘‘ Almighty God with whom do live,” &c. On Easter Day, only, 
after these prayers, I affectionately request my reverend brethren to use, in behalf 
of their new Diocesan, the prayer from the Institution Office, ‘‘ Most gracious God, 
the giver of all good and perfect Bane, ” &e., saying anptead of the wont i aenree 
tion, » the word “Diocese.” * * 


I would respectfully suggest that the tokens of mourning need not be removed 
from our Churches for the EKaster Festival; our sorrow is real, ‘‘though we sorrow 
not for him that is asleep, even as others who have no hope.” It will be well, in 
any case, to let the Episcopal Chair in every Church remain in mourning until the 
Feast of the Holy Comforter, Whitsun Day, June 4th. 


Commending you to the blessing of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, and to 
the comfort of the Holy Ghost, and strengthening my own soul by the assurance 
that I am remembered in your prayers,

Meeting of the Clergy. 


Immediately after the services at the Church, the Clergy reassembled at the 
Chapel, and organized a meeting to take some suitable action in relation to the 
sad event. Bisliop Coxe presided, and the Rev. C. W. Hayes was appointed 
Secretary. A Committee, consisting of the Rev. Drs. Jackson, Van Rensselaer, 
Smith, Beach, and Wilson, and the Rev. Messrs. J. M. Clarke and Lockwood, was 
appointed to present resolutions. The Rev. Dr. Jackson, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, presented the following minute and resolutions, which were unanimously 
adopted as expressing the sentiments of the meeting: 

Inasmuch as it hath pleased Almighty God in His wise Providence to remove 
from his earthly labors our Right. Reverend Father in God, William Heathcote 
DeLancey, D. D., LL. D., D. C. L., Oxon., the first Bishop of the Diocese of West- 
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ern New York, we, the Bishop and the Clergy assembled at his"funeral, desire to 
place on record a fitting expression of our sorrow for the great loss sustained by 
his family, his’ Diocese, and the Church at large; and of our gratitude to our 
Heavenly Father, who has graciously permitted this Diocese to enjoy, for the long 
period of twenty-six years, the wise and faithful oversight of a prelate preémi- 
nently fitted to organize its institutions, and to guide it into an assured and stable 
career of prosperity. 


In Bishop Delancey we have beheld a most symmetrical and harmonious 
character; gifts of a high order; good learning, soundness of faith, purity of life, 
earnestness of purpose, ardent affections, and unbending will, always set to do 
the right whether men applauded or censured; a conscience active to every call of 
duty, whether personal or official; extraordinary devotion to the interests of his 
Diocese; a tender regard for his Clergy, and an earnest desire, in every way, to 
promote both their usefulness and their happiness, always upholding their just 
authority and influence in their Parishes, and treating them on all occasions with 
gentleness and courtesy, while he never forgot what was due to the Parishes 
themselves nor failed to consult their true interests both by counsel and by offi- 
cial act. 


Nor can we fail to remember, with devout gratitude to the Giver of every 
good and perfect gift, his thorough knowledge and sound judgment in matters of 
business; his extraordinary administrative capacity, evinced in the creation and 
management of the various trusts and charities of his Diocese, especially in the 
missionary system of the same, originated in the beginning of his Episcopate and 
carried on to the present time with singular energy and success, and with a 
punctuality and thoroughness in its operations which have elicited approval and 
admiration far beyond our limits; a system which has always been quickened by 
the glow of Bishop DeLancey’s own life and love, so as to yield abundant fruits 
of increase, and become a powerful agency for expanding and strengthening the 

.Church in this Diocese. 


We desire, also, to bear in grateful remembrance his strenuous efforts to ad- 
vance the interests of Learning as the hand-maid of Religion. Having presided 
with distinguished ability over one of the oldest universities while still a young 
man, he early acquired a strong sympathy with the cause of liberal education. 
Hobart College has been largely indebted to his generous benefactions, wise 
counsels, watchful care, and active efforts to secure its stability and prosperity ; 
while the Diocesan Training School, which owes its existence to him, must for- 
ever stand as a monument of his enlightened devotion to the noble work of quali- 
fying men, by faithful instruction in sound doctrine, for the office of the Holy 
Ministry. Nor have DeVeaux College and the other educational institutions of 
the Diocese failed to receive at all times his vigilant supervision and fostering care. 


But Bishop DeLancey’s labors and solicitudes have not been confined to his 
own Diocese. On the contrary, he has ever taken a deep and active interest in 
. the general institutions and affairs of our branch of the Catholic Church. And 
the highest Council thereof his absence will be painfully felt in the considera- 
Bont of those important questions which must shortly arise. For his long ex- 
perie “2Ce practical wisdom, thorough knowledge both of the principles and the 
farnie of ecclesiastical legislation, his fearless advocacy of the measures which 
his jud gment approved, and the force of reason, as well as weight of character _ 
ane pers onal influence which he could bring to their support, gave a high value 
to his cont clusions and rendered him one of the leading members of the House of 
Bishops. ; : 
In the 1 and teachings of Bishop DeLancey we have beheld the happy union 
hich ought © ‘Ver to exist between Evangelical truth and Apostolic order, as the 
Acoma comp ‘lement of each other. For, whilst he set a high value on the 
Mr uistr y, Sacram ‘ents and Ritual of the Church, as divinely appointed means of 
1 ay ac to maa ‘kind the word of truth and the grace of salvation, his heart 
ane 7a glowed wit. h love towards the Saviour of men, and his tongue was ever 
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eloquent in proclaiming His all-atoning sacrifice, and in preaching His everlasting 
Gospel. 


Nor would our tribute be even tolerably complete, should we fail to make 
grateful mention of those deeds and qualities which have endeared him to so many 
of his countrymen; that readiness to sacrifice himself and his convenience and 
comfort to the needs of others; that dignity and courtesy which were the charm 
of his social intercourse ; and that primitive simplicity of manners, with true re- 
finement of feeling and kindness of heart, and thoughtful consideration for all 
sorts and conditions of men, which made him universally respected and beloved, 
and enabled him to present a beautiful example of what is most desirable in an 
American Bishop. 


Resolved, That a copy of this Minute be communicated to the family of our late 
Right Reverend Father in God, with assurances of our tender sympathy with 
them in their great affliction. 


Resolved, That we respectfully suggest to the Standing Committee of the Dio- 
cese the propriety of publishing the excellent and satisfactory address of the Rev. 
Dr. Van Ingen to which we have listened this day, and that a copy of the Minute 
and Resolutions adopted at this meeting be appended thereto. 


Resolved, That a Committee of three Clergymen be appointed with power to 
add to their number both Clergymen and Laymon, to consult and codperate with 
the Standing Committee in reference to erecting some enduring memorial of 
Bishop DeLancey.* 


Resolved, That we will wear, in the performance of Divine Service, black crape 
scarfs in token of mourning, until the Feast of Whitsun Day. 


The Rey. Dr. Higenbrodt and the Rev. H. A. Neely were present as delegates 
from a meeting of the New York Clergy, called by Bishop Potter, to express their 
sympathy. At the request of Bishop Coxe, the Rev. Dr. EKigenbrodt read a series 
of excellent resolutions adopted by the Standing Committee of the Diocese of 
New York. 

The Rev. Mr. Neely read the resolutions adopted by the meeting above referred 
to; in response to which it was 


ResoWwed, That our thanks are due to our Reverend Brethren, the delegates 
from the Diocese of New York, present with us to-day, and to the Clergy whom 
they represent, for their kind action and for their cordial expression of sympathy 
with this bereaved Diocese. ! 


After an impressive and affecting speech from the Rev. Dr. Bolles, and some 


very affectionate and touching remarks and prayers by the Bishop, the meeting 
adjourned.

Resolutions of the Standing Committee of the Diocese 
of New York. 


At a meeting of the Standing Committee of the Diocese of New York, held in 
the city of New York on the sixth day of April, A. D. 1865, the death of the 
Right Reverend Bishop DeLancey, on the 5th instant, was appropriately noticed 
by the Reverend the President of the Committee. 


Whereupon, it was unanimously voted by the Committee, that the following 
. resolutions be adopted, not only,as expressive of the feelings of the members of 
this Committee as individuals on this sad event, but also as a proper official act of 
respect and reverence on the part of a Body, canonically representing the Con- 
vention of the Diocese of New York: 


* The Rev. Drs, Ingersoll, Schuyler, and Van Rensselaer, with the Bishop of the Diocese 
as Chairman, were appointed the Committee under this Resolution. 
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I. Resolved, That in the death of the Right Reverend William Heathcote De- 
Lancey, D. D., LL. D., D. C. L., Bishop of the Diocese of Western New York, 
this Committee deplore the removal from the Church in the United States of one, 
whose name and eminent virtues have long been familiar to all her members, but 
more especially to this great Diocese of New York; from which, by his consecra- 
tion as a Bishop, that of Western New York was, twenty-five years ago, finally 
separated ; but with which it has notwithstanding eyer since through him con- 
tinued to be both intimately and affectionately associated. 


Il. Resolved, That a tribute of respect and affection is especially due from the 
Diocese of New York to the memory of Bishop DeLancey, as having been 
throughout his long Episcopate its earnest and faithful friend, and its powerful 
and intrepid advocate in all its questions coming before our civil or ecclesiastical 
tribunals, whether while watching over and guarding its legal rights in the Leg- 
islature of the State; or uttering in. the General Convention of the Church his 
ever potent and eloquent voice in the assertion of its canonical privileges. His 
unwearied zeal for its benefit in the midst of his own oppressive duties is precious 
among the recollections of New York Churchmen, when they revert to the years 
of their long continued bereavement of Episcopal supervision through the sen- 
tence, (believed by many to be of doubtful validity or quite illegal,) of unlimited 
suspension, inflicted on their suffering Head. 


III. Resolved, That in a calm survey of Bishop DeLancey’s manifold and 
great labors, and of his personal and official influence, both within and beyond 
his Diocese, of the yigorous and unremitted continuance of these until the last 
year of his life, and of the unbroken force and clearness of his deep intellect, 
making him during the failure of bodily powers under advancing disease, still 
to the last unsurpassed as a most wise and efficient counsellor in the Church; In 
view of these singular mercies, we thank God for his long continuance among 
us; and pray that the memory of his life and character may be engrayen deep 
on the heart of the Church for her future guidance, unity, and peace. 


SIV. Resolved, That while we bend in humble submission before the Allwise 
Providence that has called this faithful and venerated Father in God to his re- 
ward; we yet cannot but feel that we are parted from him at a moment when to 
human eye his wise and sagacious foresight, his calm and gentle counsels, his 
brave and magnanimous leadership, and his all-persuasive voice and influence, 
seem never to have been more peculiarly needed than now, amid the many and 
distracting questions which the present condition of our Church and country will 
in all probability soon awaken. And therefore we deeply and especially lament 
his loss at this great crisis; and fervently hope and pray that the mantle of his 
Apostleship may rest with a double blessing on the Right Reverend Brother who 
has been called from among us to fill his place. 


V. Resolved, That in the well-balanced mind and finished character of our de- 
parted Right Reverend Father and Friend, we read an instructive lesson that 
comes home to all who love the Church and would labor for her welfare. For in 


him was natural zeal, ever guided by Christian prudence, and warmed only by~ 
the fires of purest Christian charity; firmness of purpose, never degenerating into 


obstinacy of opinion; plainness of speech, unstained by arrogance; gentleness 
without assent to error ; fearlessness in the maintenance of high and stern princi- 
ples, never urged with rashness, but always enforced with suavity of manner 
and tenderness of spirit ; liberality in the application of his principles, but free- 
dom from all laxity and remissness in the execution. His talents were all reserved 
and spent for the Church and her Lord; and nothing for the world. - He had a 
true and warm heart, and an active and profound mind, with well digested learn- 
ing and holy affections; and all fitted him to be looked at as a safe model for a 
private or a public life, and as an assemblage of the grace and courtesy which 
make the perfect Christian gentleman. In birth and name and family, as well as 
in theological training under our own noble-hearted Bishop Hobart, he belonged 
to our Diocese. His special fame and memory may be claimed by the Diocese 
over which he so long and happily presided; but his wider fame and more abid- 
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ing memory are the heritage of the whole American Church, not only because 
of his general worth, but more especially on account of the rank he held and the 
influence he exercised in her General Councils, in all her great questions of 
policy, in his zealous adyancement of all her General Institutions, and among 
these his unwavering devotion to the cause of her General Theological Seminary. 

VI. Resolved, That this Committee do express to Bishop DeLancey’s family 
their most respectful sympathy with them in their great bereavement. 

VII. Resolved, That the Secretary of this Committee transmit a copy of these 
resolutions to Bishop DeLancey’s family, to the Right Rev. Arthur Cleveland 
Coxe, D. D.,, with the request to lay them before the next Convention of the 
san a Western New York, and to the next Convention of the Diocese of 

ew York.

Resolutions of the New York Clergy on the Death of 
Bishop DeLancey. 


At a meeting of the Clergy of the city of New York and vicinity, called by the 
Right Rev. the Bishop of the Diocese, in view of the decease of the Right Rev. 
the Bishop of Western New York, and held in Trinity Chapel, on Saturday, April 
8th, A.D. 1865, after Evening Prayer, Bishop Potter presided, the Rey. H. A. 
Neely was chosen Secretary, and the Rev. Dr. Haight, the Rev. Dr. Price, and 
the Rev. Joshua Weaver, were appointed a Committee to prepare a suitable form 
of expression of the sense of the meeting touching the event on account of which 
it had been summoned. 


The Committee reported the following paper, which was read and adopted 
unanimously, and copies ordered to be sent to the family of Bishop DeLancey, 
and to the Right Rev. Bishop Coxe, and also to the Ohurch Journal, the Christian 
Times, and the Gospel Messenger, for publication : . 


“The Clergy now assembled at the call of the Right Rev. the Bishop of the 
Diocese, to take action fitting on the occasion of the removal from the labors of the 
Church militant to the rest that remaineth for the. people of God, of the honored 
and beloved Father in God, the Right Rev. William Heathcote DeLancey, D. D., 
LL. D., D. C. L., (Oxon.,) Bishop of the Diocese of Western New York, recall 
with mingled feelings of gratification and sadness, that the bright career of this 
departed soldier and servant of the Cross, was begun in this Diocese, wherein he 
was born; having been admitted a Candidate for Holy Orders by the revered 
Bishop Hobart, and by him ordained a Deacon in St.. John’s Chapel, N. Y., on 
the Feast of the Holy Innocents, A. D. 1819. His first ministerial labors were 
given to Grace Church, N. Y., of which he was in charge during the vacancy in 
the Rectorship which preceded that of the Rev. Dr. Wainwright. He then offi- 
ciated for a short time in the newly organized Parish of St. Thomas, Mamaroneck, 
which had been formed out of the ancient Parish of Rye, in the immediate vicinity 
of the home of his ancestors; and there having been advanced to the Priesthood 
by Bishop Hobart on the 6th day of March, A. D. 1822, in Trinity Church, N. Y., 
he removed to the city of Philadelphia, wher> he became an Assistant Minister 
of the united Churches of Christ Church, St. Peter’s and St. James’, of which 
the venerable Bishop White was then the Rector. He remained in Philadelphia 
throughout his shining presbyterate of seventeen years, succeeding to the Rector- 
ship of St. Peter’s, and filling for a time the office of Provost of the University 
of Pennsylvania; until his return to his native State, as the first Bishop of the 
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new Diocese of Western New York, to which holy office he was consecrated on 
the Feast of the Ascension of our Blessed Lord, A. D. 1889; and in which he 
labored earnestly, devoutly, ably, and by God’s blessing, most successfully, for 
more than a quarter of a century; laying broad and deep the foundations of his 
Diocese on the Rock Christ Jesus, and leaving behind him in the present flour- 
ishing condition of the Diocese, its unity, its charity, its efficiency, a noble monu- 
ment which will perpetuate his name to many generations. 

‘‘Cherishing these recollections of the departed Prelate, and calling to mind, 
also, the eminent service which he rendered to the Church iy her councils, Dioce- 
san and General, and in her Missionary, Educational, and Benevolent Institu- 
tions; the readiness with which he responded to the calls of this Diocese for the 
performance of Episcopal offices during the long and trying years wherein she 
was deprived of the services of her own Bishop, and of the ability with which 
those offices were discharged; and having in affectionate memory the graces and 
virtues which shone so brightly in all the private relations of life: We, the Clergy 
now assembled, desire to record our high estimate of Bishop DeLancey’s charac- 
ter as a Bishop and Pastor of the Church of God, and do tender to his bereaved 
Diocese and family our warm sympathy in their heavy loss, and assure them of 
our fervent prayers that it may be blessed by the Great Head of the Church to 
the increase of His glory, and the welfare of His people. And further to testify 
our respect for the memory of the departed Bishop, we agree to wear the usual 
badge of mourning for thirty days, and do request the Bishop of New York to 
appoint five of the Clergy of the Diocese to attend the funeral services at Geneva, 
on Tuesday next, as the representatives of their brethren and of the Diocese at 
large.”’ 


The Bishop appointed the following Presbyters as the delegation to attend the 
funeral, viz: Rev. Drs. McVickar, Haight, Howland and EKigenbrodt, and the Rev. 
H. A. Neely. H. A. NEELY, Secretary.

Other Tributes of Respect. 


Similar manifestations of respect for the Bishop’s memory and of sorrow for 
his death have been made universally throughout the Diocese. The Churches 
generally have been draped in mourning. Commemorative sermons have been 
preached in many of them. Minutes, memorials and resolutions expressive of 
love and admiration of his character and virtues, of gratitude for his invaluable 
services and good example, of grief for his loss, and of affectionate sympathy 
with his bereaved family, have been adopted and entered on their records by 
numerous Parish Vestries, Boards of Trustees of educational institutions, and by 
other representative bodies both within and without the Diocese. It had been 
intended to insert such of them as might seem to have the most claim to public 
attention ; but it was found difficult to discriminate, and to publish them all would 
- require a volume. They are therefore omitted.

A Sketch of the Bishop’s Life. 


This outline sketch of some of the principal events in the life of our late 
Bishop is taken, for the most part, from the new American Cyclopeedia. It is 
here given on account of the accuracy of its dates, and for convenience of refer- 
ence, 

WituiaM HeatucotTe DeLancey, D. D., LL. D., D.C. L., an American 
Episcopal divine, Bishop of the Diocese of Western New York, born in West- 
chester county, New York, October 8, 1797. He was graduated at Yale College 
in 1817, studied theology under the direction of Bishop Hobart, and received 
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Deacon’s orders in 1819. Ordained to the Priesthood in Trinity Church, New 
York, in 1822, he soon after became personal assistant of the venerable Bishop 
White of Philadelphia, in the three Churches of which that prelate was Rector, 
and in the succeeding year he was unanimously elected one of the regular As- 
sistant Ministers of those Churches. He was annually chosen Secretary of the 
Diocesan Convention of Pennsylvania from 1823 till 1830, and was Secretary of 
the House of Bishops in the General Convention of the Episcopal Church of the 
United States from 1823 till 1829. Upon the reorganization of the University 
of Pennsylvania in 1828, he was chosen Provost of that institutiou, and there- 
upon resigned his pastoral charge. The same year he received the honorary de- 
gree of D. D. from Yale College. He remained Provost five years, and then 
resumed the office of Assistant Minister of St. Peter’s Church—one of the three 
of which Bishop White was Rector. He traveled in Europe in 1835, and on his 
return, after the death of Bishop White, succeeded to the Rectorship of St. Peter’s 
Church. In 1838, the Diocese of New York, comprising the whole State, was 
divided, the eastern portion retaining the old name; and at the Primary Conven- 
tion of the new Diocese, held at Geneva, November 1, 1838, Dr. DeLancey was 
chosen its first Bishop, and was consecrated May 9, 1839. He removed to 
Geneva, the seat of the Diocesan College, now called Hobart College, which 
was chiefly indebted to his efficient efforts for its support. He also instituted a 
system of Diocesan Missions, by which a corps of laborers unusually large in 
proportion to the population and wealth of the Diocese, have been sustained to 
the present time, without incurring debt. In 13840, by his recommendation, a 
fund for the relief of infirm and aged Clergy of the Diocese was established, 
‘ which, besides accomplishing its object, has accumulated a fund of about $10,000. 
His sermon on the office of Bishop, preached December 29, 1842, at the conse- 
cration of Dr. Eastburn as Bishop of Massachusetts, was widely circulated and 
esteemed. In 1846, at a meeting of the Trustees of the General Theological 
Seminary of New York city, he made a proposition for the dissolution of that 
school as a general institution of the Church, with a view of counteracting the 
distrust and hostility of which it was the object, and also of preparing the way 
for the realization of his own scheme of Diocesan Schools. This measure was 
not adopted. In 1847 he received the honorary degree of LL. D., from Union 
Cellege. 

In 1850 he laid before the House of Bishops a proposition to “ arrange ”’ the 
Dioceses, according to geographical positions, into four provinces: to be desig- 
nated the Eastern, Northern, Southern and Western Provinces; and to be united 
under a General Convention, or Council of the Provinces, having exclusive con- 
trol over the Prayer Book, Articles, Offices and Homilies of this Church, to be 
held once in every twenty years.”” This plan was laid upon the table until the 
General Convention of 1853, when it was called up in the House of Clerical and 
Lay Deputies by the Rev. Dr. Coxe, now the successor of Bishop DeLancey, 
It was then referred to the Convention of 1856, when, on motion of Bishop Mc- 
Ilvaine, it was indefinitely postponed. 


In 1852, he, with the Bishop of Michigan, visited England as a delegation 
from the Bishops of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States to the 
venerable Society for the Propagation of the Gospelin Foreign Parts. The delega- 
tion was received with the highest consideration and, respect. During this visit, 
on the 23d of June, he received, together with his coadjutor, Bishop McCoskry, 
and the late Bishop Wainwright, then a Presbyter, the honorary degree of D. C. L., 
from the University of Oxford. In 1855, he brought forward his plan for a 
Diocesan ‘Training School,” to be supported by a charity foundation, and to 
afford the requisite education to all persons qualified and disposed to enter upon 
the work of the ministry ; which has since been carried into successful operation. 
In 1858, the Convention of the Diocese requested him to take a vacation for a 
visit to Europe, and appropriated the sum of $1,500 to defray his expenses. He 
embarked on the 24th of November of the same year, and returned on the 21st 
of June, 1859. He continued in the active administration of his Diocese until 
the spring of 1864, when he was obliged to yield to the encroachments of a 
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mortal disease. At the Annual Convention of his Diocese, August 17th—the 
last over which he was to preside—he asked for the election of an Assistant 
Bishop who should also be his successor. The request was complied with, and 
the Rey. A. Cleveland Coxe, D. D., was duly chosen to the office. The Conse- 
cration of Dr. Coxe, in Trinity Church, Geneva, on the 4th of January, 1865, 
was the last public official act of Bishop DeLancey. He died, in the peace of 
God, on the 5th day of the ensuing April. During the 26 years of his Episco- 
pate, he ordained 145 Deacons and 160 Priests, consecrated 100 church edifices, 
and admitted to the Communion of the Church by the rite of Confirmation 
20,048 persons. 


APPENDIX. 


No. VEKI. 


CANON OF THE CHRISTMAS FUNDS. 


Srction 1. There shall be three Trustees appointed by the Convention, to whom 
the management and care of the Funds for the relief of Disabled Clergy and for 
the Widows and Orphans of Deceased Clergy shall be entrusted, one of whom shall 
be appointed by the Convention as Treasurer thereof. And no act of said 
Trustees shall be valid, unless authorized by a resolution adopted at a regular 
meeting of said Trustees, by a majority of the same, and recorded in a book to 
be kept as the record of their proceedings, and to be open to the inspection of the 
Convention. The said Trustees shall hold their offices during the pleasure of the 
Convention, and all vacancies occurring in said Board of. Trustees shall from time 
to time be filled by the Convention. 


§ 2. In every Parish in the Diocese there shall be made annually, on Christmas 
Day, a collection for the relief of Disabled Clergy of the Diocese, and for the bene- 
fit of Widows and Orphans of Deceased Clergy of the Diocese. It shall be the 
duty of every Clergyman to give due notice of this collection to the congregation, 
and of the Wardens of every Parish to forward the same to the Treasurer of the 
Christmas Funds. 


§ 8. All appropriations for the relief of Disabled Clergy shall be made by the 
Trustees, on the certificate of the Bishop that the individual has labored within 
the limits of the Diocese for a period not less than three years, (except in the 
case of Clergymen ordained in the Diocese and never having removed therefrom,) 
and is disabled by age or physical infirmity from having a parochial charge ; but 
no appropriation shall be made for a larger sum than $250 per annum, and it shall 
be paid semi-annually on the 1st of January and July. 


§ 4. All appropriations for the benefit of the Widow or Children of a deceased 
Clergyman shall be made by the Trustees on the certificate of the Bishop that the 
person or persons is the widow or minor child or children of a deceased Clergy- 
man who was a canonical resident of the Diocese at the time of his death, and 
has labored within the limits of the Diocese for a period not less than one year, 
(except in the case of Clergymen ordained in the Diocese and having never 
removed therefrom;) but no appropriation for this purpose shall be made for a 
larger sum than three hundred dollars per annum, to be paid semi-annually, on 
the 1st of April and October; and no appropriation shall be paid to a widow 
- after she has married again, or to orphan or orphans after having attained the 
age of majority. 


§ 5. The Trustees shall have power to appropriate a sum not exceeding $50 
toward the funeral expenses of a deceased beneficiary of either Fund. 


§ 6. All appropriations under this Canon shall be made in the first instance 
from the income of the respective permanent Funds, supplying only the deficiency 
from the proceeds of the annual collection; and the balance remaining after said 
appropriations each year shall be invested in the Permanent Fund for Widows and 
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Orphans of deceased Clergy, until this Fund shall become equal in amount to the 
Fund for Disabled Clergy, after which period said surplus shall be divided equally 
between the two Funds. 


§ 7. All moneys belonging to the Fund for Disabled Clergy and the Fund for 
the Widows and Orphans of Clergymen, shall be loaned by the said Trustees 
upon security on real estate appraised at double the amount loaned thereon, ex- 
clusive of buildings, the appraisal to be made by two appraisers appointed by 
the Trustess for the purpose, or said moneys may be held and invested in securi- 
ties of this State, or of the United States; and all securities and investments 
shall be taken or made in the names of the said Trustees and their successors in 
office, as Trustees of the said Funds; and they shall have the power, from time 
to time, to change such securities or "investments. 


§ 8. A statement of the proceedings of said Trustees, exhibiting the condition 
of the Funds hereby entrusted to their charge, together with the items of receipts 
and disbursements, with the vouchers therefor, shall be reported to each Annual 
Convention, signed by said Trustees, or a majority of them.

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A FATHER IN CHRIST: 


THE SERMON PREACHED AT THE OPENING OF THE ANNUAL CONVENTION OF THE 


DIOCESE OF WESTERN NEW YORK, WEDNESDAY, AUG. 16, 1865. 


BY THE RIGHT REV. ARTHUR OLEVELAND OOXE, D. D., 
BISHOP OF THE DIOCESE. 


For though ye have ten thousand instructors in Christ, yet have ye not many fathers.— 

1 Cor. tv. 15, 
The precept of our blessed Lord, that we should call no man 
Father upon earth, must be interpreted by the residue of the 
Scriptures. How did the Apostles understand it? It clearly for- 
bids the supremacy of one Apostle above another; “one is your 
Father, in Heaven.” But the Apostles, while recognizing no 
papacy or inequality among themselves, did not hesitate to assert 
their own paternal relations to the Churches. St. Paul could say, 
** As my beloved sons I warn you;” and St. John says, “I have 
no greater joy than to hear that my children walk in truth.” 
With instinctive deference to the usages of Scripture, the Church 
calls her Bishops “ Fathers,” but with a limitation, which is also 
an augmentation, she calls them “Fathers in God,” as St. Paul 
says to his disciples, “in Christ Jesus I have begotten every one 
of you, through the Gospel.” Every Bishop, without reference 
to his years or his actual achievements, shares in the paternal char- 
acter of the Episcopate, and is therefore such a Father, because 
the Episcopate is one, and is the procreant power, in the Church, 
by which Timothys succeed Pauls, and through which the gifts 
of the Spirit are multiplied and souls begotten to God. But, 
when a Bishop is in labours more abundant, more especially when 
he plants Churches, lays the foundation of new Sees, and, by his 
preaching and ministering, turns many to righteousness, he may 
speak more personally of himself as a Father indeed: and he is 
justified, if occasion be given, in using the language of St. Paul, 
“Though ye have ten thousand instructors in Christ, yet have ye 
not many Fathers,” claiming for himself the right and duty of 
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warning and reproving by that tender relation, and of invoking 
the obedience and love of children in return. 


Our departed Father in God was not wont to use language so 
patriarchal; rather, like St. Peter, he would say of himself, “T 
am also an elder;” or he would address the brethren, as St. John 
salutes the beloved Gaius and the elect lady, in the name of a pres- 
byter. Ona memorable occasion, fresh in the recollection of all, 
when he might with singular propriety have enjoined all who sat 
at his feet as his sons, he chose rather to throw himself upon them, 
to use his own words, “as a disabled brother,” invoking rather 
than requiring aid. But you will recognize my right to say for 
him what he was not accustomed to say for himself. You will 
agree with me that, in opening this Synod, I cannot do a more 
appropriate thing than to point you, under Christ, to his example 
and to the legacy he has left to us as his children. You will per- 
mit me, as the last on whom he laid hands, to reckon myself as 
identified with you in a common relation, and to speak of those 
characteristics of our dear Father, which I regard as a lesson to 
myself, in the spirit of that inspired precept which so fully justi- 
fies the commemoration of Saints departed: ‘‘ Remember them 
which have the rule over you, who have spoken unto you the word 
of God; whose faith follow, considering the end of their conver- 
sation.” 


Not to overlook the pioneer labours of others, such as Phelps 
and Nash, the Apostolic Hobart and his immediate successor, it 
is not too much to say of Bishop DeLancey that he will ever be 
recognized as the Father of the Church in Western New York. 
He has done for it what never can be done again. To its founda- 
tion as a Diocese, and to the planting of its institutions, he devoted 
his fine powers and attainments; for it, in a sense, he sacrificed 
his life. ‘To all of you, reverend brethren, the Churches look up 
as their instructors, but you will join me in saying to them, “ Yet 
have ye not many Fathers.’ The memory of Bishop DeLancey 
is a Father’s memory; his grave isa Father’s grave; so long as 
time shall last, his bright career will be spoken of as a Father's 
history; and wherever, from the banks of the rushing Niagara to 
the gliding Mohawk, men shall trace his footsteps by the seed he 
has scattered and the harvests that are yet to grow, we may be 
sure that his paternal character will gather love and reverence 
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through time, and be celebrated by new generations of the faithful. 


For this is inseparable from the rewards of such men; their 
posthumous influence is greater than that which they exercised 
over contemporaries. Of the worldly great it is very true—“ their 
good is oft interred with their bones ;” but the righteous shall be 
had in everlasting remembrance, and being dead they yet speak. 


It is instructive to observe how the Apostolic founders of 
Churches have bequeathed their own types of character to their 
spiritual offspring. To this day the Oriental Churches are imbued 
with something caught from the spirit of St. John; the Western 
Churches of Europe, even in their corruptions, have never ceased 
to bear the impression so deeply stamped on them in the begin- 
ning by St. Paul. The eagle-eyed Apostle who fixed his unblench- 
ing sight on the God-head, was felt supremely in the Nicene Coun- 
cil, and still reigns in the Churches which refuse to swear in other 
words than his concerning the Holy Ghost, ‘“ who proceedeth from 
the Father.” Since the genius of Tertullian gave the germ of a 
separate existence to Latin Christianity, how have its restless 
dialectics and its daring inquiries into the philosophy of salvation 
betrayed the disciples of him who was the scholar of Gamaliel! 
St. Augustine, hardly less than Timothy, was St. Paul’s own son 
in the faith; the Schoolmen were the product of his speculative 
mind ;nor could all their corruptions overcome that salt of St. 
Paul’s epistles, which remained, and which in due time worked 
purification and produced reformers. Like results may be traced 
from like causes in local Churches. St. Ambrose has communi- 
cated a character of its own to the Church of the Milanese which 
lasts to this day, and which is working in a way that augurs well 
for its future; and the peculiarities of the Gallican Church are 
perhaps not less clearly traceable to its primitive Bishops, to Ire- 
nus and to the Saints of Lyons and Vienne. Certainly from the 
day when Hilary hurled his anathema against a vacillating and 
heretical Pope, to the times of Bossuet and Pascal, we find it 
always a reluctant and remonstrating satellite of Rome. Even 
our own Church has existed long enough to show the distinctive 
features of Seabury and White, in the divers dioceses which may 
be traced to each, or in the combined and harmonized character- 
istics of both, which may be identified in our entire communion. 
‘There seems to be a permanence in the influence of Apostolic men 
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not to be wholly accounted for by their natural force of character. 
Doubtless it is the seal which He sets to his own institutions, who 
said to that little company of eleven Galileans, “I have ordained 
you that ye should go and bring forth fruit, and that your fruit 
should remain.” 


When God would create a Nation, He makes a man and gives 
him for a father to its people; He raises up an Alfred, a Peter, or a 
Washington. In the character of any such historic personage you 
_have the pledge of the ultimate greatness of the country which 
grows as it were out of his brain and heart. This truth has ever 
consoled me in the dark hours of the republic; it cannot be that a 
nation with a head of gold like ours is destined immediately to 
dwindle and perish in feet of clay. But the same law is more 
strikingly illustrated in the Church; and I regard the personal 
qualities of Bishop DeLancey as a most assuring token of the 
Divine favour to Western New York. In giving us such a Bishop 
for a founder, He has impressed us with a character and given us 
a pledge of His favour and protection. 


Not so much then to eulogize the dead as to deepen this impres 
sion in ourselves, would I dwell for a moment on the personal 
characteristics of such a Father. They should become the char- 
acteristics of the Diocese. And, to you of the Laity, I may safely 
commend his qualities as a man, and ask you to copy him in those 
rules and habits of life which are not more worthy of our imita- 
tion than of yours. Such simplicity of manners, such elevation of - 
principles, such unselfishness, such beneficence! What system, 
what devotion to daily duties, what industry, what patience, what 
energy, what perseverance! You will allow that had these, his 
acknowledged characteristics, been directed to the accumulation 
of wealth, or to the acquisition of worldly power and influence, 
there is not one of you whom he might not have equalled in 
wealth, or in the high trusts to which some of you have been 
called by your countrymen. Judge then, by what is dear to you, 
how you should estimate his devotion to his Master and to the 
souls of men. But his unselfishness was not merely conspicuous 
in what he forbore to acquire; his munificence, in proportion to 
his means, was such as princes seldom exhibit. The utmost that 
can be asked of the Diocese is to give like its first Bishop. See 
how truly he left all and followed Christ—how he counted all 
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things that were gain unto him as loss, for the glory of God, and 
for the preaching of his Gospel! Your vocation and ministry are 
different; but while you learn from him to be “not slothful in 
business,” surely you ought to be incited also by his fervency in 
spirit, and his zeal in the service of the Lord. Was it his duty 
more than it is yours to be a servant and a steward of the Master, 
living as one who must give an account ? His characteristics may 
be profitably exemplified in your own pursuits, while they should 
powerfully influence you to make sacrifices of time and gifts and 
worldly wealth, in carrying on the. work to which he gave his life, 
seeking your good and the good of your children’s children. Oh! 
how glorious is an unselfish life: a life which flows on like a river» 
though its original source be dried, to refresh and to enrich and 
to purify. 

Our country is not yet old enough to discriminate wisely among 
her sons. The popular instinct is puerile ; it is captivated by all 
that is noisy and showy, and takes no note of those who pursue, 
in comparative retirement, some great and imperishable work for 
the nation and for God. A prince working patiently in the ship- 
yards of Saardam had that in his soul which begins to be realized 
in the Empire of Russia; and every Bishop of our Church who 
knows his calling toils, in a day of small things, with all the world 
in his heart, and willing, like Latimer at the stake, to be consumed, 
if only he may light a light in America which shall never be put 
out, and which shall be the illumination of his countrymen, But 
our Gallios care for none of these things, and thousands go won- 
dering after a Theudas or a Simon, who see nothing to attract 
them in a true Apostle. Hence, we need not marvel that inferior 
men have been more followed by the crowd than our beloved 
Father. Meanwhile, his singleness of purpose and the greatness 
of the ends for which he lived, define him as a man whom men 
will not be able to forget. Nor is it a small thing, in a day like 
ours, which has seen so many in high places tried only to be found 
wanting, that he lived to the last like one of the elder worthies of 
the Republic. His purity of manners and refinement of instinct 
were invested with a native dignity which begins to be rare. It 
was unassumed, it was part of his nature; and it was not merely 
nature, but nature elevated by Divine grace. It rebuked ignoble 
minds, but while it commanded reverence, it taught others to be 
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respectful without ceasing to respect themselves. It made him 
such a man as the American gentleman should aim to be: an ex. 
ample to his countrymen of whatsoever things are lovely and of 
good report, wherein there is virtue and wherein there is praise. 


His official character was not less worthy of our filial admira- 
tion and imitation. The good man was also the faithful minister — 
of Christ. By his conduct, but also by his doctrine, he fed the 
Church of God, which he believed had been purchased by the 
blood of Him who was God, and who is God, over all, blessed for- 
evermore. On his gifts as a preacher, and on his devotion to his 
duty as a pastor, parochial and diocesan, I have no time to enlarge ; 
but could I only describe him as he was, I should succeed in giv- 
ing to myself and to you, my Reverend brethren, a consummate 
lesson in Pastoral Theology. Always interesting and always in- 
structive, not unfrequently did his preaching become singularly 
attractive and impressive as you all can bear witness. He was not 
a mere rhetorician; in all respects was he the reverse of those 
whose inflated diction and meretricious ornaments of style are 
mistaken by the vulgar for oratory: yet, as I myself have observed, 
his zeal and earnestness could take wings and soar towards heaven 
in flights of impassioned eloquence, which touched the conscience 
and made our hearts burn within us, or melt in contrition, or flow 
in penitent tears. If you inquire what was the secret of these his 
happiest efforts, I answer, it was undoubtedly his love of Christ. 
Always sincere, always evangelical, always faithful, it was when 
he spake of his Master that the fire kindled and he spake with his 
tongue as if it had been touched by the flame of Pentecost. 
“ Jesus Christ and Him Crucified ;” yes, when he came directly 
to the Cross and was led to exhibit that in all its power to save, 
then we saw our Father as it were translated. As with Elijah’s 
chariots and horses, his spirit was caught up; he was borne aloft 
and he carried others with him. God grant that a double preety 
of that spirit may descend upon all of us, his children! 


I have spoken of the man and of the priest; let me direct your 
attention to his Episcopal work, as to that by which he yet speaks, 
and in which we have his legacy to the Church. Look around 
you, and compare this scene with that which presented itself in 
this same Church, in his first Convention! He has consecrated 
one hundred Churches in the region where he found so few, and 
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we are already so increased that the time is not far distant when 
we must become two bands. But it is to the specialties of his 
work that I would now direct your attention: and first to the 
missionary system by which he gave shape and unity to his Dio- 
cese while as yet it was but a Diocese of stations rather than of 
Churches, and its flocks like sheep scattered abroad. In the 
design and scheme of supplies which he originated, and in the 
wisdom and watchfulness which have augmented it, and carried 
it on for so many years, as constant as the Seasons and as unfail- 
ing as the early and the latter rain, he exhibited the talents which 
might have regulated a kingdom, and made a great minister of 
state. It has educated the Diocese to systematic benevolence, and 
laid broad foundations for results that, by God’s blessing, must 
be seen and felt as long as time shall endure. To be an Author 
and a Finisher seems to be the prerogative of only One. It is 
still the law that ‘‘one soweth and another reapeth.” Others 
must carry on what our Father began; and year by year as we 
enter more largely into his labours, we shall better appreciate 
them. When scores of little barn-like chapels become solid and 
capacious churches; when living temples of the Lord shall be 
greatly multiplied in all our missions; when the doves shall fly to 
our windows and many souls find refuge from shipwreck in the 
Ark of the Church, then shall be seen the good for which he pa- 
tiently waited and toiled and prayed, while year after year he 
cared for the missionary, and devised the means for strengthening 
his hands, and strove to make the resources of his Diocese equal 
to the growing wants of the regions yet destitute and neglected. 
True, a faithful clergy were his chief reliance in all his enterprises ; 
without them nothing could have been achieved; but while they 
went and came, he was ever at his post; he was the mainspring, 
the heart of action and of life; and he it was who, amid inces- 
sant changes, maintained one great design, and by humble instru- 
mentalities worked effects which even now are formidable to the 
powers of evil, and of which the future benefits are incalculable. 

The Educational system, of which he was permitted merely to 
sow the seed, gives evidence of his far-seeing wisdom. It is a 
sacred trust to the Diocese; it must be ours to nourish and to de- 
velop it, till 

‘¢____ Wisdom shows her seasonable fruit 
Upon the boughs of sheltered Learning hung.” 
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The days and nights he devoted to the trying and critical case of 
Hobart College, when it struggled with its early necessities, and 
his efforts to found a school for the training of men called from 
the secular. pursuits of life, like the first Apostles, to be pastors 
and teachers, these attest his devotion to sanctified learning, even 
more than the professional abilities he showed in the direct work 
of education, when “he graced a college” as its President. The 
great principle of these labours is one grossly undervalued by our 
countrymen. He believed in the immortality of the soul, and he 
looked with alarm at the popular system of teaching youth to 
live as if the soul had no existence. When some terrible retribu- 
tion shall wake up our people to their fundamental mistake in 
founding creedless schools, and entrusting youth in their forming 
stage to colleges which leave out religion from their scheme, then 
will our Christian schools flourish, at the last, and men will reckon 
among those who were wiser than their generation, the saintly 
and pure DeLancey. 


But it was, after all, the crowning glory of our departed Father 
that the spirit of his Episcopate was Love. ‘Speaking the Truth, 
in Love,” he never sacrificed it in the name of a false charity, 
and so our Demetrius “had good report of all men and of the 
Truth itself.’ With what harmony and unanimity he inspired 
you all! And when the time came that was to put the reality of 
your unity to the test ; when one year ago, in trying circumstances, 
you were called to act, how spontaneously you answered the de- 
mand, as with the heart of one man! The doxology that rose 
from your one voice on that solemn occasion, was the song of 
thanksgiving to God for the peace and love with which the spirit 
of his long Episcopate had imbued your counsels. Such be ever 
the spirit of this Diocese! Let nothing disturb it. It is the 
spirit of Christ himself; it is the spirit of the primitive faithfal ; 
to the decay of it we owe the baleful papacy, and all the distrac- 
tions and divisions of the modern Church, as well as the existence 
of sects and heresies. The last of the Apostles, he who lingered 
longest in the Church, seemed to be left so long to bear witness 
to another Apostle’s testimony—that the greatest of the Christian 
graces is Love. They tell us he was never weary of repeating, 
** Love one another.” Ah! he had leaned on the bosom of his 
Saviour; he knew the beatings of the heart of the Man who is 
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“ God’s fellow.” The spirit which he caught from the Universal 
Love Incarnate—that was it which .he survived to teach the 
Church, as the grand Catholicon; that without which faith itself 
is naught; that without which the Church cannot carry on her 
work; for only to a united Church are the promises given of 
dominion and conquest. There, where brethren dwell together 
in unity—there “the Lord promises His blessing, even life for- 
evermore.” 


But, “the prophets, do they live forever, and the fathers, where 
are they?” 'The Church stands not by men, or we might well 
despond when we see the strong staff broken and the beautiful 
rod. But no! there is a living Head who has promised, ‘“ Because 
I live, ye shall live also.” And so it has ever been with the 
Church ; ever burning, it is never consumed. Moses must go up 
into the Mount, and die, but the children of Israel go forward. 
David is gathered to his fathers, but the temple rises on Mount 
Zion. Paul the aged, finishes his course, but Timothy carries on 
his work and commits his trust to faithful men who are able to 
teach others also. St. Peter puts off his tabernacle, even as the 
Lord had forewarned him, but he has provided that his testimony 
may be heard after his decease, and lo! the gates of Hades pre- 
vail not against the Church.. Even to us comes the Pentecostal 
gift: Apostles plant the Gospel among us also; and when a.great 
Bishop dies, the promises fail not. The grace of the Holy Ghost 
can empower the feeblest instrument. God calls and qualifies 
whom He will, and the Church moves on. Men are nothing; 
Christ is all in all. Yet, this is the very consideration which 
should animate us to gird up our loins like men, and prove that 
“ Christ liveth in us; yes, and worketh by us. Oh! deathless 
Church of God, who would not live in thy service, who would 
not labour for thine extension, who would not share in thine im- 
mortality! It is sweet, and it is becoming to die for one’s 
country if need be, but oh! to live and die for the souls of men, 
how much better and sweeter; how blessed a thing to ploclaim 
the Gospel to a perishing world; how glorious to glorify the 
Cross, and then to fall asleep in Jesus, and so “to rest from our 
labours.” 


This is the spirit to which we are prompted by our Father’s 
example; so would he be remembered; so commemorated. And

so, while we gather round this altar in remembrance of the Great 
Apostle and High Priest of our profession, let us devote ourselves 
anew to His service, resolved that His glory in this Diocese shall 
not be diminished for lack of our zeal and efforts. Rather from 
this good day let all things be carried on with fresh resolve and . 
with a higher sense of responsibility on the part of each. Let 
the temple be built, every man encouraging his neighbour, “ for 
why should the work cease?” Let some bring gold and silver ; 
let others prepare the living stones; let each in his vocation and 
ministry take care that, like a hive of workers, we become a Dio- 
cese of missionaries and realize the inspired idea of a “ peculiar 
people, zealous of good works!” Oh! when the solemn service 
of the Church shall be read over our graves, let those who sur- 
round our coffins feel that there is meaning in the words, “ They 
rest from their labours.” Surely all those who assisted at the 
impressive obsequies of our departed Bishop, felt as I did, when 
those words were chanted over his bier ; felt how much they may 
be made to mean! I had taken leave of his face forever; I had 
looked tenderly on those hands which gave me my commission, as 
I saw them folded in their unwonted, I may say their first, repose ; 
I had trembled as I saw the earth thrown upon his cold corpse— 
‘“‘ earth to earth, ashes to ashes, dust to dust;” and God grant I 
may never forget with what emotions I was thrilled and comforted 
when the anthem broke forth, like a voice from heaven: ‘* Blessed 
are the dead who die in the Lord; even so saith the Spirit, for 
they rest from their labours.”
